TO BE TRIED. 


Indictments to Be Returned Tomorrow by 
the Grand Jury Against Judges and 
Clerks in the Seventh and Eighth Pre- 
cincts of the Twenty-ninth Ward = 
Charge Openly Made That State’s-At- 
torney Kern Ordered Ballots Burned— 
Democrats Try to Block Investigation. 


Indictments will be returned by the grand 
jury Monday against these judges and clerks 
of the Twenty-ninth Ward for frauds com- 
mitted at the April election: : 

Seventh Precinct—M. T. Manning, Democratic 
judge, Root and Wallace streets; Thomas T. 
Marshall, Republican judge. No. 542 Root 
street; John Marfa, Republican judge, No. 4047 
Wallace street; Alexander Brinn, Democratic 
clerk, No. 554 Root street: John Hallman, Re 
publican clerk, No. 4055 Wallace street. 

Eighth Precinct—Nick O'Neill, Democrath 
judge, No. 601 West Forty-second street; 
Michael Maher, Democratic judge, No. 631 West 
Forty-second street: Michael C, Hurley, Repub- 
lican judge, No. 533 West Forty-second street; 
Patrick O'Neill, Democratic clerk, No. 601 West 
Forty-second street ; Conn Heffernan, Republican 
clerk, No. 654 Duncan street.

TEN LIVES REPORTED LOST IN THE 


} 8ST. CHARLES AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Famous Structure Burns to the Ground at 
Micnight. and the Western Union and 
Other Buildings Threatened with De- 
struction—Fire Still Raging at 2 O’Clock 
and the Fate of Many Guests Is Un- 
known=Loss Will Exceed $700,000— 
Hotel's History, 

Mempuis, Tenn.,) April 29.—[Special. ]— 
All communication with New Orleans has 
been cut off since 13:40 o’clock this (Sun- 
day) morning. The Western Union Tele- 
graph office at New Orleans caught fire and 
was soon gutted. The St. Charles Hotel oc. 
cupied half a square'and at last accounts the 
fire hati spread in four different directions. 
It was reported that ten lives have been lost. 

New Oruzanys, La,, April 29.— (Special. ]— 
The famous St. Charles Hotel was entirely 
consumed tonight by a fire that is still raging 
at 20’clock. The office of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, on an opposite corner, ig 


threatened with destruction, but the firemen 


are working hard tosave it. The streets are 
so narrow that other buildings may be burned 
before the fire is subdued. 

At an eorly hour (this morning the body of 
one person, burned) beyond recognition, was 
found by the firemen. One other is known to 
have perisned, and| itis thought the loss of 
life has been large,jas many persons were in 
the building at the time, and the fire burned 
fiercely after it had once gained headway. 
The loss is nuw over $700,000.

Speaks for Bimetallism. 


President Benjamin Andrews of Brown Uni- 
versity rose in response to the toast ‘* Bimet- 
allism—Is It Desirable? Is It Possible?’ He 
said: 

The question how to treat silver is an exceed- 
ingly important one, which thoughtful men of 

i are considering as never before. A few 
weeks ago when an effort was made in Boston to 
raise a committee in the interest of generel bi- 
metallism, those concerned were surprised 
t+ find how ready most of the best busi- 
ness-‘men in that capital were to join. 
One great reason why silver needs to be made 
full money again is that life may be restored to 
manufacturing and trade. The present business 
depression is a general, not a mere American, 
malady. It rages in England as well as here. 


> The blight upon business originates beyond all 


@uestion in that scarcity of full or exportable 
money, leading to a continuous and discouraging 
fall in general prices, which first made produc- 
“faon and credit business less and less profitable, 
and now at last makes them less and less 
possible. Our present disease is only an accentu- 
ation of that which the gold using world has 


’ been passing through ever since 1873, That was 


the year when Germany and the United States 
demonetized silver, an act-which, with the sim- 
ilar acts to which it led other‘nations, caused a 
shrinkage of somewhere near half in the supply 


of fundamental money possessed by Europe and 
, .North America. Not only is silver ousted from 


its old as full money, but according to all 
evidence the world’s volume of gold itself, avail- 
able for money, has shrunk much absolutely and 
still more relatively to the needs of trade.

The depend- 
ance of our prices here ,upon the gold price of 
silver in the case of articles whose surplus com- 
petes in London with the produce of silver 
countries is direct. One might suppose that the 


| larger market would rule, and that the London 


(gold) price would remain steady instead of being 
itself fixed by the silver price, But it is not so. 
It is really silver that rules the world. It is the 
purchasing power of the cheaper metal that de- 
termines the price all over. Just as in a bi- 
metallic country, the cheaper metal will drive 
out the dearer toward her monemetallic neigh- 
bors, so as between countries of different stand- 
ards will the prices pr in the countries 
of the cheaper meta! drag down prices all over to 
their own level. And, reasoning forward from 
the experiences of the past, it would not 
perhaps be too rash to suppose that 
the prices of commodities in Europe, 
80 far as they can be drawn 
in any fair quantities from silver-using countries, 
must continue to decline with every further fall in 
silver. United States cotton prices have fallen 
much like wheat prices. From 1873 to 1889 the 
nation’s paying power was reduced at least one- 
third. We could no longer liquidate our foreign 
interest in wheat and cotton, and had to begin 
sending gold abroad, 4 movement which has 
been intensified in that England since 1886 has 
been drawing in the principal as well as the in- 
terest of her loans. her net imports of gold hav- 


, ing been for 1887 £600,000, for 1888 £800,000, 


for 1889 £3,000,000. and for 1890 £9,000,000. 
The agricultural classes, sections, and nations 
being impoverished loge power to purchase of 
the manufacturing classes, sections, or nations, 
and so these, with the middlemen, carriérs, and 
merchants, also grew poor.

Lack of a Fixed Par. 


There is another powerful reason why silver 
ought to be brought back to a certain regular 
parity with gold. ltisa reasom of which we in 
America have thought little, but we cannot 
permanently ignore it. Irefer to the lack of a 
fixed par, a mint par, between the gold-using and 
the silver-using portiong of the world, The 
distress which the absence of such a par has pro- 
duced in Engiand is one of the chief causes for the 
great increase there of sentiment favorable to 
bimetallism. Trade between England and Italy has 
come to be little more than a e of chance. All 
engaged in it or acquainté@ with it pronounce its 
condition intolerable. We Ameéricans have been 
accustomed to think of this evilas' little im- 
portant for us,.but we are certainly in error. 
All parties are agreed that it is jalready desirable 
and must soon be indispensable to: increase our 
foretgn trade.

cent spring election. He said to one go and 
to another come, and his commands were 
obeyed. Most of the day there was but one 
judge in the polling place at a time, and it 
was 9 o’eclock in the forenoon - before 
the clerks began the work of copying 
the names of the voters in the poll books. 
Each name should be recorded as the voter 
casts his vote. In order to catch up with the 
work names were copied from the registry 
lista. There were drinking and disorder in the 
polling place all day. In the Eighth Precinct 
256 votes were cast by 7 o’cluck in the morn- 
ing. 

Vote Record Beats McKane. 


This is the most rapid record of ballot casting 
yet known, and it even surpasses the famous 
record made by John Y. McKane’s followers 
at Gravesend, N. Y., last fall. Other out- 
rageous frauds were committed in this pre- 
cinct, as it was conducted much as Condon 
conducted the election in the Seventh Pre. 
cinct. Witnesses appeared before the grand 
jury yesterday who swore that they did not 
vote at the fall election at precincts where 
their names are recorded. The poll books 
record them as having voted. The presump- 
tion is that some one voted, using their 
names, ‘Two distinguished individuals of the 
First Ward were witnesses yesterday. One 
was ex-Representative Sol Van Praag and the 
other was the portly William A. Walters. 

When the jury starts in tomorrow it will 


| take up jail cases, but it is not through with 


the ballot frauds yet. The Seventh and 
Tenth Wards are to be investigated. It is 
said the frauds committed in the Tenth 
Ward are even more startling than in the 
First and Twenty-ninth. The Tenth Ward is 
an exceedingly tender subject with the 
City Hall people, and when the conference 
was held in the Mayor’s office early last week 
to discuss the investigation Hugh Curran, 
commonly known as “ Chick,”” was the first 
man sent for. State’s-Attorney Kern was at 
this conference. It is said that more than 
500 votes cast for Swift were counted for 
Hopkins. This state of affairs was brought 
about by the Republican judges and clerks in 
certain precincts selling out to the Demo- 
cratic managers of the Tenth Ward. The in- 
formation, it is said, has been brought to the

MONTGOMERY GIBBS MURDERED. 


Affair Shrouded in Mystery and No Clew 
to the Assatilanta. 

Burrato, N. Y., April 28.—Montgomery 
Gibbs, a well-known young lawyer, was shot 
this evening at 
9:45. o’clock. He died immediately 
after his arrival at the general hos- 
hospitai. As yet there is no clew to 
his assailant. As far as known to the police 
no one was seen to firs the shits and 
those first to arrive on the scene saw 
only a man lying on the sidewalk 
with blood i from three 
wounds and nobody near at hand. He was 
unmarried. Formerly he was a newspaper- 
man. fie was about 35 years old. 
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company in the city responded, but the fire- 
men found the flames hard to fight, and on 
account of the narrow street it was difficult 
to get ladders up to the windows.

The dead man was burned beyond 
recognition and it is impossible to say wheth- 
er he was a guest or'a servant. 

Ladders were placed against the windows 
on the lower floors and several women were 
taken down, many of them in a fainting con- 
dition. Another man who sprang from a 
window was instantly killed. His name and 
residence are unknown, 

The hotel had quite a number of guests, 
how many it is not knownas the register 
cannot be found, but it is supposed they num- 
bered 200. Mostof them were in the front 
rooms. 

Famous in the South. 

The St. Charles coveted half a square on 
St. Charles, Gravier, and Commerce streets, 
in the heart of the business district of New 
Orleans. With its spacious balcony and 
portico, lofty and +handsome Corinthian 
pillars, it presented an imposing and strik- 
ingly attractive appearance. The hostelry 
was one of the most famous in 
America. It has been a con- 
spicuous center of political activity since it 
was built in 1856 at a cost of $1,000,000. 
In ante-bellum days Slidell, Tulane, Beaure- 
gard, and other leaders of the old régime 
made it their headquarters when in New Or- 
leans. During the war Ben Butler had 
spacious apartmentsin it when he invested 
the city and declared martial law. When 
Admiral Farragut ran the gantlet of Forts 
St. Philip and Jackson and came up to the 
city the stately hotel! became his headquarters 
also. 

It was owned by the St. Charles Hotel Asso- 
ciation and its proprietor was Col. Bob Riv- 
ers, well known in political, social, and racing 
circles all over America. The St. Charles 
possessed a magnificent colonnade. | 

In size it closely approached the Astor 
House in New York.) Its office rotunda was a 
general rendezvous for all Orleansans, and in 
times of political excitement it was the great 
place of meeting in th@Crescent City. Many 
personal encounters occurred in it, and no 
less than twenty fatal shooting affrays took 
place within. its bounds. The destruction of 
this hotel obliterates not only. a Southera but 
a National landmark. 

{At the local offices of the Lilinois Central rail- 
road a telegram was received from New Orleans 
at 12:04 this morning saying that the St. Charles 
Hotel was in ruins and that the Western Union 
office was threatened. 

At that time the Western Union wires were all 
down. A few minutes iater the same thing ap- 
parently happened to the Illinois Central tele- 
graph lines, as all communication with New Or- 
leans was cut off. |

patch received at midnight stated that fire 
started yesterday morning in a mine at- Hi- 
bernia, N. J,, owned by Joseph Wharton of 
Philadeiphia. The flames had burned to the 
mouth of the shaft.

printed for. the election in said county the name 
of any person for the position of State Senator 
so that the legal voters of said county. including 
petitioner, will be deprived of their constitution 
al right of voting for'a candidate for State Sena- 
tor at the said Noveniber election.

Prayer for Relief.

PREPARING FOR THE LEGAL ACTION, 


Many Requirements to Be Considered Be- 
fore Going Inte Court. 

Danviuts, [ll., April 28,—[Special. ]—Ex- 
Attorney-General Hunt left Chicago for Dan- 
ville Friday afternoon. On the train he met 
W. J. Calhoun, and their consultation on the 
road was earnest and serious: 

It was plain that Calhoun_and. Hunt under- 
stood each other thoroughly. They looked 


over the papers Capt. Hunt had in his bag | 


and they unfolded the big bag of maps that 
they carried. The papers were a bill for an 
injunction asked by James P. Fletcher, of 
Vermillion County, against Walter C. Tuttle, 
clerk of the county. Appended thereto were 
exhibits showing the population of the various 
districts against which the constitutional point 
is urged, and the maps onptlined the bounda- 
ries of said districts. 

Capt. Hunt has devoted a gréat deal of time 
to the examination of the legal points in- 
volved in this question. He has been at this 
work now for six or seven months and he has 
looked up all the decisions in the various 
States during the last twenty years where the 
constitutionality of apportionment bilis was 
settied, the more notable ones being in New 
York, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Ohio. Two 
difficulties confronted him. First, he had to 
post himself thoroughly as to the precedents 
taken in conjunction with the Constitution of 
the State of Illinois, which requires that all 
legislative districts shall be as compact as 
possible and as nearly of contiguous territory 
as practicable. He soon satisfied himself that 


| the gerrymander, as made by the last General 


Assembly, was not within the purview of the 
Constitution, and he believed this view will be 
sustained by the Supreme Court of this State. 
Having harmonized the decisions of other 
courts with the Constitution of the State he 
arrived at the conclusion that the defect in 
the bill on the ground of the territorial ar- 
rangement of the district existed in the First, 
Fifth, Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh, Thireeenth 
Fifteenth, Seventeenth, Nineteenth, an 

Twenty-third Districts in Cook County, and 
the Eighteenth, Twenty-ninth, Fortieth, For- 
ty-first, Forty-third, Forty-seventh, and Fif- 
tieth Districts in the State at large. 

The Question in Cook County. 

Then he went into the question of popula- 
tion and he found that about all the districts 
in Cook County were unequal, as weil as the 
Fourteenth, Twenty-fifth, Twenty-ninth, Thir- 
ty-fifth, Twenty-eighth, Forty-third, Forty- 
eighth, Forty-ninth, and Fiftieth Districts in 
the State at large. On a further examination 
of authorities he found that a Supreme Court 
would take judicial notice of populations of 
counties, wards, and precincts) as shown by 
the last census and he ascertained to a cer- 
tainty that the court would recognize maps ot 
counties ae showmg the contiguity thereof. 
But his hardest trouble was yet to come. He 
muat find some way of getting into court and 
of bringing a lawsuit that would get the 
matter before the Supreme Court with 
all possible speed. He had no very definite 
plan eeree out until he begana thorough 
investigation of the election law under which 
the Australian ballot system ig operated. By 
the provisions of this law nominations are 
certified to clerks of counties, or got there by 
petition, and the printing of the ballot is an 
official act. This gave him a foothold, and 
all he had to do was to wait patiently until

Hundreds tisten to His Talk on His Aims 
and Means of Accomplishing Them. 


Inp1anapouis, Ind., April 28.—[Special.]— 
Gen, Frye’s army made another demonstra- 
tion here tonight. The parade was headed by 
Miss Anna Stockwell, a compositor on the 

jon Conformist, riding a white horse. She 
was dressed in black, to typify the condition 
of the laboring masses. A number of trans- 
parencies were carried, with such inscriptions 
as: “We Know Our Rights and How 
to Get Them,”’ “Too Much Legislation for 
Monopoly, Too Little for the Masses.”” The 
General rode in a carriage and the army drew 
up at Tomlinson Hall, where 2,500 people 
paid 10 cents each to hear him speak. The 
army representatives were crowded on the 
big stage. In his speech Gen. Frye said, 
among other things, he wanted the gov- 
ernment to issue $100,000,000 in green- 
backs to be used in _ straightening 
the rivers, making good roads, and to irrigate 
the great Western desert lands. He said the 
industrial masses would exchange their honest 
labor for the greenbacks the same as the 
bankers exchange their cash for gold bonds. 
He severely attacked Congress and both big 
political parties. He said he was against an- 
archy, and, though frequently interrupted 
with great applause, did not appeal strongly 
to the passions of his hearers. 


OKLAHOMA COMMONWEALERS READY 


Hundreds of Men Prepare to Make Their 
March Next. Week. 


Torrxa, Kas., April 28.—[Special.]—News 
has been received at the Rock Island offices 
that the industrial uprising has begun in 
Oklahoma and that parties are being formed 
along its lines to go to Washington. At Okla- 
homa City.the party numbers 800, at El Reno 
500, and at Enid 50to0100. All are said to 
be a tough outfit, and, trough they have made 
no demonstration tending to violence, they 
are feared. They have announced that they 
will move next week, and the Rotk Island is 
ready for any attempt that may be made to 
board trains. 

New Lonpoxr, Conn., April 28.—The Swift 
contingent of the Coxey army teft Westerly 
this morning fifty-seven strong. The army 
was not arrested last night as had been re- 
ported. Commander Swift came on ahead and 
obtained the use of Knights of Labor Hall, 
He then caused an appeal to be issued to 
the public for contributions of food.. The 
army entered the city at 6 o’clozk in a driz- 
zling rain. There was a great crowd of peo- 
ple to meet them. The paymaster’s depart- 
ment was reported to be in good condition, 
with about $150 in thé treasury, which was 
considerably added to by contributions re- 
ceived at the public meeting tonight. 

Tacoma, Wash., April . 28.— Tacoma’s 
branch of the commonweal started this after- 
noon for Puyallup Junction, where they to- 
night meet Seattie’s army. Seattle’s contin- 
gent left Kent this morning at 5 o’clock and 
tramped all day. Both armies will spend 
Sunday at Puyallup and there it is thought 
they will make an effort to capture a train. 
The Northern Pacific has refused to carry the 
men except at regular rates. 

Brusu, Colo., April 28.—Grayson’s Denver 
commonwealers, numbering 100, took up the 
journey to Atwood today in wagons provided 
by the County Commissioners. They were 
supplied here with food enough to last for 
two days.

Local Committee Advises That the Grand 
March Be Held Back.

TRAMP IN A STORM. 
KELLY’S DISORGANIZED FORCE IS 
NEARIN @ DES MOINES, 


Deserted by Farmers the Army Decides to 
“Drill” Through the Night, but the 
Storm Causes Many Desertions with At- 
tempts to Stop (frains—Wagons With- 
drawn While on the March <Will Not 
Be Permitted to Enter Des Moines Till 
Daylight and Will March Under Guarda. 

Van Mura, Ia., April 28.—[Special.]—The 

Kelly locust pest is half way between Van 
Meter and Des Moines, and it hopes to eat its 
way throug§ to the capital before daylight 
and camp outside until it can enter to the 
sound of chiming bells and processional 
hymns. Kelly» had another hard day,of it, 
meeting rebuffs where he looked for money, 
provisions, or teams. The enthusiasm in this 
section has died out and Kelly does not meet 
his reverses with good grace. There were no 
loud huzzasto tickle his tympanum today, 
his men were unceremoniously dumped on the 
ground by a large number of farmers before 
twelve mileg had been covered, and they 
were in poor condition fora forced march. 
What aggrayated him more than anything 
else was his inability to hold a meeting 
and pass the hat to the tune of Salvation 
Army hymns, The outlook was discouraging 
at Van Meter, but he determined to press on 
if possible, though he was willing to leave it 
to the men. He found only one sentiment. 
The men wanted to proceed and reach Des 
Moines in time for a long rest and voted almost 
unanimously to “drill.”” -At 9 o’clock the 
start was made in a thunder-storm and half 
the marchers took to the railroad tracks. The 
men are disgusted and the proposed cold re- 
ception at:\Des Moines may result in an out- 
break, 

The march from Stuart began cheerily 
enough. More than sixty teams appeared to 
carry the men and their blankets, so that more 
than ohe-half were riding when the start was 
made, At Dexter, five miles from Stuart, 
Kelly’s heart was gladdened by the sight of a 
few more teams, and he already saw himself 
in Des Moines, comfortably camped and 


‘ waiting for the railroads to carry his soldiers 


out of town while the citizens fed them. But 
his joy and his dreams were short-lived. It 
had been proposed to lunch at Earlham, but 
before reach that place the’ county line was 
crossed and there many of the farmers 
stopped, though the town was only a short 
distance away. 

Prayers and remonstrances proved futile. 
The drivers would not budge another inch. 
The men were ordered out and the packs 
thrown to the ground, and the entry to Earl- 
harm was characterized by more ourses than 
cheers, 
to have been to get the army out of the county 
as soon as oo and then drop it without 
warning. To make matters worse Earlham 
furnished no additional teams. The day was 
hot and humid and the marching men suffered 
greatly. The Raccoon River flows along part 
of the road, and its banks were lined with 
perspiring tramps trying the virtues of cold 
water upon blistered and swollen feet. The 
lunch at Earlham consisted principally of 
crackers and hard water, the former from the 
commissary store. Kelly was furious at the 
treatment he received and spoke caustically 
of the value of lowa promises. 

Contrary to his usual custom the army was 
not halted ‘and massed for a theatrical dis- 
play upon entering Van Meter, but the men 
straggled in ony agg & occupying several 
hours in doing so. e citizens there had 
prepared food enough for two meals and had 
been promised thirty-five teams,but these will 
not appear until morning. This was displeas- 
ing to Kelly, who had hoped that he would 
get assistance in making his night march. He 
urged his panting horse to camp ground 
and there noted the condition of the men, who 
had walked all day, as they camein. If they 
could stand the walk of twenty miles into 
Des Moines they would have to make it, he 
said. He finally concluded to leave it to a 
vote, with the result given. With the excep- 
tion of a few cases where men tried to steal 
rides on ke beams the railroad bad no 
trouble with the army. 

Soon after the start nearly 200 of the me 
who had gone only a short distance, return 
tocamp. Fifty of them left the camp across 
the river from the town and found lodgings 
in empty buildings furnished »y sympathi- 
zers, ese men broke the guards set by 
their own captains and a man was sent over 
to ask the officers to help them in returning the 
men to camp.

_Kelly’s army is expected to reach Des Moines 
early in the morning. The men will be kept 
under police surveillance and will be kept out- 
side the city. Late this afternoon Mayor 


Hillis received the following telegram : 
VANMETER, April 28,5 p. m:—To the Mayor, 
Des Moines: Please start wagons to meet army as 
soon as possible. e start at 8: wantto get to 
Des Moines early. C. T. Keuiy, General. 

A similar telegram was also received ad- 
dressed to ‘“‘Chairman Kelly Committee.”’ 
However, neither of them resulted in securing 
any wagons and the army wiil find that their 
welcome is not hearty. The city authorities 
acting in conjunction with the county decided 
today to take full mY of the army arms 
its stay here. Sheriff McGarraugh. Marsha 
Johnson, Deputy Marshal Shafer, and Coun- 
cilman MeElderry with Deputy Sheriffs will 
meet the army at the west limitsof the county 
and inform Gen. Kelly as to the decision of 
the city. None of the numerous comm ittees 
appointed’ by the Populists and labor organi- 
zations will be allowed to meet the army and 
no brass. bands or addresses of welcome will 
be permitted. On reaching the city the army 
will march along Grand avenue, across the 
river, and! out past the Capitol to the old 
stove works, where they will be quartered. 
About 200 special police and Deputy Sheriffs 
have been'sworn in. This afternoon a procla-

GALVIN’S MEN ARE DRIVEN OFF. 


Ohio Militia Compsel Them to Leave a 


Train at Mount Sterling Without a Shot. 

Cotumsvus, U., April 28,—[Special,]—The 
arm of Ohio’s Executive was invoked against 
the Galvin army of cummonwealers at Mount 
Sterling, twenty miles west of here, today, 
and the wanderers surrendered without the 
firing ofa gun. Tonight at 6 they took up 
the march toward Columbus and the militia 
will return; At an early hour this 
morning Detective Mahoney, who had 
been sent to Mount Sterli with a posse 
of fifty men to induce the Galvinites to leave 
the Baltimore and Ohio freight train, wired 
Gov. McKinley that the gang refused to obey 
his summons, Governor issued orders 
calling out the. Fist Battalion, consisting of 
Companies A, B, C, and F, Fourteenth In- 
fantry, and Battery H, Light Artillery, all 
of Columbus, with two Gatling guns. The 
Governor did rot wish to sound the riot 
alarm and gave instructions to the Adjutant- 
General’s office to have the companies quick- 
Rompe ready to leave at 9:30 o'clock 
this morning for Mount Sterling. Col. Coit 
of the Fourteegth iment was fi command, 

Adjutait-Ge éral Howe and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Richards went to Mount Sterling last 
night after the conference with the Governor. 
Reaching Mount Sterling Adjutant-General 
Howe assumed control of the  mil- 
itary, and the fitst commonwealers to 
surrender were Col, Galvin himself, As soon 
as the troops moun the cars that the Cox. 
eyites had taken possession of the latter 
scrambled off without a shot being fired, 
When the troops had formed along the rail- 
way track the Sheriff of Madison County gave 
Gen. Howe an order asking him to dislodge 
the Gaivinites, but to use no more force than 
was necessary. Col. Coit then addressed the 
men as follows: 

** Men, [ have asked you kindly to leave 
this train, your commanding officer has 
surrendered, and now in the name of the 
State of Ohio I order you to leave. I notify 
you that I will give you three minutes to get 
off train, and if you do not do 
so .6=Cs li use force as I am 
authorized to do,” and ashe 
spoke he drew out his watch to count the 
minutes. He then started down the train and 
repeated his order, which was taken up by 
Gen. Howe and the other officers. 

Several of the Galvinites said ** We surren- 
der” and to get down. But 
the mass of the men frowned and 
shook their heads, Matters looked 
serious and threatening. In the meantime 
the troops were getting into position. The 
Gatling guns were placed in ition, their 
mouths filled with lead and directed to- 
ward the 200 men louuging appar- 
ently unconcerned on tops of the 
long string of freight cars. 
A, B, and C took position at the head of the 
train. There was a hesitation on the part of the 
men. The man holding the American flag on 
the top of the foremost box car exclaimed, 
**T’ll stay till the last.” Gen. Howe ex- 
tended the time and then Col. Coit took Com- 
pany A and mounted the car ing the flag. 
As soon as{the officer reached the flag the 


flag bearer laughed and said: ““I am a law-. 


abiding citizen and will obey orders.”’ He 
forthwith proceeded to elimb down. This 
was a signal for the test and many began to 
climb down. re were numerous mutter- 
ings, however, ; 

re was still considerable delay, however, 
even after Col. Coit, in the name of the State, 
warned the men to leave the train, and though 
his order was a Soy meme Adjutant-General 
Howe assuring hobos that the law would 
be maintained and order enforced. 
The extended time having expired, 
Col. Coit § mounted the top of 
the car on which the colorbearer stood, and a 
detachment of troops was soon clambering 
up the sides of the box cars and Galvinites 
down. They left pag i and the train pulled 
out.

CHICAGO BEATS THE STATE AT WHIST. 


Captares the Tournament of 400 Playegs 
by 273 Points. 

It was Chicago against the State of Illinois 
in the whist tournament last night. Chicago 
won by 273 points, The tournament was 
given under the auspices of the Chicago 
Whist club and the tournament was held in 
the drill hall on the seventeenth floor of the 
Masonic Temple.

ing at a snail’s pace in comparison with the prog- 
ress they ought to have made. 
No Hocus-Pocus in Bimetallism. 

The bimetallist’s scheme involves no element 
of fiat or hocus-pocus, but proceeds upon the law 
of supply and demand as truly as monometallism 
does. Makethe two metals legal tender at a 
ratio; just what ratio is comparatively slight 
matter. lf either metal becomes in the slightest 
degree cheaper than is indicated by the ratio peo- 
ple will buy bullion'of that sort and by getting it 
coined use it in trade. This will set up a 
demand for bullion of the cheaper metal, which 


will raise it again to the ratio value. Should it. 


rise higher ®han this the extra demand goes over 
to the other metal, raising that and lowering this. 
Of course, to keep this principle in play your 
binietallic pool must be a large one. A single 
nation cannot work the plan because there would 
be great sources of demand and supply outside of 
its control. But let enough nations combine to 
have jurisdiction of all the main sources of sup- 
ply and demand and the thing is done. 
The question as to the political feasibility of in- 
ternational bimetallism reduces itself to that of 
securing England’s accession to a bimetallic ar- 
rangement. There is not ashadow of doubt that 
all the other European nations would hasten to 
accede would England but lead the way, though 
they will not stir a step in that direction, as they 
ought not, until Great Britain movaa. 


Elbridge Keith Replies, 


President Elbridge Keith of the Metropoli- 
tan National Bank opened the discussion from 
the standpoint of the monometallist. His 
speech was extempore, and consisted of a re- 
view and answer to the leading principles enun- 
ciated by Prof. Andrews. He said: 

I want to say first that I have a well grounded 
propane against the government putting a 

ctitious value upon either silver or wheat or 
corn or potatoes. Iclaim silver is as mucha 
commodity as any one of them, and that any at- 
tempt to create an artificial value on it will re- 
sult in doing the very thing we seek to avoid. 
Now how has silver declined thus far in the 
ratio which ithas? What reason has the com- 
mercial world for having adopted the gold 
standard? First, on account of silver’s instabil- 
ity ; second, on account of its inconvenience. On 
the other hand what has been the history of 
gold? As a standard it has been more 
fixed. Today it stands about the same in 
minting value in London as it did in 1776. 
It doesn’t seem to me that gold is such a scarce 
article, and I want to remind you, gentlemen, 
that it doesn’t seem necessary that gold should be 
constantly increasing, for we know that the 
economic methods of the bank are constantly 
going toward that end so skillfully and so surely 
that today the banks of this country in making 


their exchanges handie 95 ag cent 
of the standard value o money 
in checks, drafts, and other forms, 


So that guld does not perform the.function of ex- 
change, does not need to. As the gentleman said, 
we need it as a reserve, and we kéep it for con- 
venience, but we do not need it for our exchanges. 
Now it has been said that the great decline in 
merchandise is an evil which we suffer. I claim 
that there is nota single commodity that I can 
think of where the decline has not been the 


result of a cheapening in the cost 
of production and distribttion or  gome 
advantage of science over nature’s forces. 


But after all what is the true test? It seems to 
me that the gentleman has forgotten that that 
test should Se the price of labor. The day’s 
wage is where money always has to go. I 
think Prof. Andrews is mistaken in charg- 
ing the financial depression of this kind upon 
the demonetization of  ailver. Il cannot 
so understand it. If the financial depression of 
today is from that cause why was it not the 
cause of the financial depression of 1857 o 
1873? Why, silver had nothing todo with that. 
We may be sure that the world will have its 
vicissitudes from one cause or another; that we 
shall have financial depression. I cannot agree 
either that cheap goods are not a good thing. I 
am sure that when the masses are able to buy the 
essential things that belong to canes living and 
comfort the progress of the world is greater, and 
this promotes higher civilization. ; 
Murry Nelson followed with an advocacy of 
bimetallism from the point of view of a busi- 
ness-map. He said: 
Gold and silver have been the precious metals 
almost exclusively used as moneyin countries 
retending to civilization, and always will be. 
his bemg true, the practicability would seem 
settled for any country. Bimetallism would seem 
to be impracticable in any indjvidual country or 
nation, while with all nations, éntirely practical. 
indeed, an international es Or ps For 200 
years previous to 1873 we practically had inter- 
national bimetallism. It was abolished by the 
accidents and incidents of war on both sides of 
the Atlantic, and owe are now i sur- 
rounded by the monuments of the 
results of twenty years of monometallism, I 
consider it fortunate that this club has come to 
consider this question ; the most important in my 
own judgment of the present international ques- 
tions, possibly to us second in importance only to 
the question of labor and prices in our own coun- 
try. The consideration and discussion of this 
question in our country seems to have been left 
largely to the politicians, cranks, and theorists 
of various types and conditions. We have been 
prone to dismiss the subject as impracticable and 


merely in the interests of the producers of 
silver. If that were true jt would hard- 
ly be policy to leave the sentiment 


of the question to those most interested. 
We are short of bank capital\in this country, 
as shown in the business of the) last few years. 
A great deal of the trouble of our merchants 
has arisen from inadequate bank .capital. Many 
of them have been driven into borrowing money 
outside of their own banks. The system is all 
wrong, but the business must go on. The 
Chicago banks have set a very intelligent exam- 
ple in their method of keeping a good reserve ail 
through these troublesome times. While com- 
mending the policy of the Chicago banks in main- 
taining their reserve, I do not wish to be un- 
derstood as commending it ito the extent 
of having that reserve only in gold or government 
bonds. In fact I think they would have helped 
to relieve the situation very materially had they 
joined the New York banks inissningcertificates. 
if the New York banks had not pursued that 
course it is doubtful if our banks would have 
fared as well. Tomy mind bimetallism is prac- 
tical and desirable. yes, necessary, and the onl 
bimetallism which will be permanent and ef- 
fectual must be the result of international agree- 
ment. 
Mr, Cornwell’s Opposing Views. 


Mr. W. C. Cornwell discussed bimetallism 
as being “ neither practicable nor desirabie.”’ 


He said: 

I am sorry that the bimetalliste have chosen a 
time for agitating this subject when the whole 
industrial system in the United States has been 
prostrated by panic brought on) by a senseless, 
lon ymca: Si obstinate pursuit of the silver 
will-of-the-wisp in this country. heir allusions 
at this time to distress in the business world re- 
ceive, consequently, considerable attention, al- 
though the fact is the present depression is not 
an element of their argument. It is also unfort- 
unate at this time, when we have 
suffered so much from silver agitation 
and had so well nigh blocked it by the 
silver purchase repeal, that the matter is once 
more stirred up and the brilliant picture of uni- 
versal prosperity is thrown upon the midnight 
sky, to be gazed at by a crowd of hungry and idle 
people in this country. Bimetallism is thus 
urged, inferentially at least, as the cure-all of 
present ills. '8783 marks the final abandonment 
of bimetallism, and the bimetallists point to the 
fact that since 1873 there has been a steady fall 
in prices, claimed by them to have produced dis- 
tress and ruin, and to be due to the steady appre- 
ciation of gold. Such reliable statisticians as 
David A. Wells and Edward Atkinson have care- 
fully investigated this matter and have prac- 
ticaily laid at rest this argument. 

Since 1873 the United States has had an era of 
marvelous prosperity. Under ithe head of 
“Twenty Years of Progress’’ Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son shows that our populatidén since 1878 has in- 
éreased 57 per cent. Our per ¢apita national 
debt has diminished 75 percent. The postal 
receipts (foremost sign of progress) have increased 
218 percent. Appropriations for public schools 
increased 103 per cent. Grain crop increased 96 
percent. Western farm mortgages have steadily 
decreased since 1880, and the farmers in many 
States have grown rich and are lenders them- 
selves. In cotton the increase has been 182 per 
cent. In iron 257 per cent. In steel from almost 
nothing to the leadership ofthe world. Tonnage 
of the great lakes 787 percent. |Last year the 
traflic through the Sault Ste. Marie Canal was 
over 10,000,000 tons, exceeding that through the 
Suez Canal by 2,000,000 tons, As to wheat it 
cost 242 percent more to move a bushel of wheat 
from Chicago to New York in 1873 than it did in 
1892, and the cost of producing wheat has been 
reduced in about a similar proportion.

In the final adjustment of interna- 
tional balances I cannot help thinking whatever 
arrangements might be made on the principles of 
bimetallism, and whatever ratio might be estab- 
lished, goid, and gold alone, will always be 
chosen as the favorite, if not the only possible, 
medium of settling a large debt or of making a 
large remittance for some cause or other. 


International Agreement Impossible. 


Is international bimetallism even possible? It 
involves an international a ment between the 
leading nations. Let us take up the question of 
the possibility of forming an international agree- 
ment. There can be no better indication of this 
than the attitude of the various povernmee ts at 
the most recent meeting on the subject, the Brus- 
sels conference. At that time a mild form of ad- 
vocacy of bimetallism was involved in the 
following uti embodied in the pro- 
gram of the United States Government: 

“That in the opinion of this conference it is 
desirable that some measure should be found for 
increas the use of silver in the currency sys- 
tem of the nations.” In speaking upon this 
resolution and in the further deliberations there 
developed the greatest reserve on the 
part of all but one or two of the dele- 
gates present. The Netherlands supported it 
without reserve and advocated pure bimetallism. 
So did Mexico. England placed herself on 
as follows: “Our taith is that of the school df 
manometallism, pure and simple. | 
admit that any other than the single gold stand- 
ard would be applicable to our country.” 

I wish I had time to read to you parts of some 
of the other speeches at this conference. They 
were full of expressions of the most determined 
opposition to bimetallism. The statesmen of 

urope will not consent toit, and the bimetallists 
over there have about made up their|minds that 
itis out of the question. After the conference 
had been in séssion nearly three weeks Mr. Al- 
phonse Allard, delegate of Belgium and Turkey, 
one of the most pronoun and intelligent 
nny age prveee®. made the following sams 
sion in writing, prefacing a compromise proposal, 
He said: “ The obstacles to bimetallism, which 
it would be useless to pretend not to see, are: 
1. The enormous difference of 36 per cent be- 
tween the value of the two metals. 2. The gold 
standard, to which, rightly or wrongly, veral 
imgortant European countries ¢ling. (8. The ar- 
tificial inequality produced by the exchanges, 
which, since they are unfavorable to same, are 
for that very reason advantageous to others. 4. 
The difficulty of Proposing. additions to the coin- 
age of those countries which already hold. very 
large stocks of their own silver coins.” | 

en he adds—and I especially call your atten- 
tion to this as the conclusion of the whole con- 
ference summed up on the bimetallist side by an 
enthusiastic advocate of that school: | 

“Ifwe are to find a remedy for the fall in 
prices and to increase the stock of money in in- 
ternational circulation we must coin| no ‘more 
silver; we must pat no more silver in circulation; 
we must keep in view nothing but the gold stand- 
ard.”’ |

LOCAYO GATHERING TROOPS AT RAMA 


Presence of a Warship at Bluefields Pre- 
vents Trouble in Nicaragua, 


Buverie ips, Nicaragua, April 22, via New 
Orleans, La., April 28.—[Special.}]—There 
have been no developments of any importance 
here lately, except the arrival of additional 
Nicaraguan troops from Greytown. Gen. 
Garcia came with them and is in command 
now of all the Nicaraguan troops here, num- 
bering 300 men, who are camped on the 
Bluffs. The San Francisco has not returned 
yet from Port Limon. The’ i Brit- 
ish ship Magicienne is _ still here. 
The preserice of a warship’ here 
prevents Locayo from calling on the large 
force which is stationed at Rama, sixty miles 
up the river, and which is being constantly 
augmented. Aguella, the Acting Governor of 
Rama, who murdered'the American, Wiliiam 
Wilson, some time ago, and who was 
nominally under arrest here for awhile, is 
back there again, enjoying liberty. The 
Nicaraghan Government has warned J. S. 
Emory & Co. of Boston not to load any more 
ships here, as their mahogany concession has 
been canceled. It is stated that the property 
of the Canal company recently sold under 
the hammer had been bought in by Dr. Sousa 
and Pellas for the San Juan River Navigation 
company. There are many rumors here that 
the Indians are arming and preparing to assert 
their rights.

IS FREE FROM MUOH INJUSTICE THAT 
18 IN THE IRISH LAW. 


Experience Has Taught the Government 
Some Things About Disestablishment= 
Still the New Measure Is Not All That 
Is to Be Desired=Little Attention Given 
to Gladstone—Ida Wells “Showing Up” 
America at London=Rassell Eventually 
to Be Lord Chief Justice, 

[SPECIAL CABLE.} 

Lonpon, April 28.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Times,}—It is just twenty-five 
years since the last measure to disestablish an 
official church was introduced to Parliament 
by a responsible Minister. Many reflections 
on the methods of British politics are sug- 
gested by this fact: That it has taken Wales 


a quarter of a century of bitter agitation to , 


reach even the first stage of relief given to 
Ireland in 1869, But it is more important 
to note what progress has‘been made in the 
ministerial conception of disestablishment 
during that period; * 

Everybody admits now that the Irish job 
was badly done. The experiment was in the 
wrong hands, for! one thing, because Glad- 
stone approached the task with almost as 
many sentimental misgivings and reserva- 
tions as if he had been called by his official 
duty to dispossess his grandmother, What 
lessons he learned by experience with this 
Irish botch we in part know. It was 
scandalous jobbery and wholesale fraud 
which the Irish Church establishment ¢com- 
mitted itself to when it became clear that its 
end was near. It was the unblushing creation 
of. bogus curates wholesale, and the openly 
dishonest tricks by which the clergy hastened 
to secure the biggest possible share of the 
spoils for themselves which first opened Glad- 
stone’s eyes to the essential seifishness, not to 
say the venality, of the so-called better classes 
in Ireland. Out of that revelation clearly 
grew his slowly maturing resolve to grant 
home rule, but even with this lesson We may 
be sure that he would have dealt more gently 
with the Welsh Church than his successo 
propose to do. 

This Welsh bill of 1894 makes indeed a 
pronounced advance over the Irish measure 
of 1869. First of ail, it devotes the revenues 
of the church to local uses under municipal 
control instead of capitalizing them into a 
big central sum, which in Ireland has been 
steadily used first: by one party and 
then by the other as a_i national 
bribery fund. Those classes of law patrons 
and curates who were allowed in Ireland to 
fasten themselves as heirs permanently in the 
front row at the trough of public plun- 
der are in Wales tobe cut off with short 
shrift. Ever vicars are to have only a life 
interest in their parish revenues, each lapsing 
at death to the parish. 

Grave Grievance in the Irish Law. 

One of the gravest grievances in Ireland 
was the fact that all the ancient cathedral edi. 
fices which were filched from the people at 
the reformation were allowed to remain in 
the hands of the tiny Episcopal minority. I 
myself huvye seen at a full choral afternoon 
service in the vast and splendid old edifice of 
St. Patrick’s, Dublin, a congregation of five 
persons, of whom four were _ soldiers, 
and. nurse maids come in from a 
quiet flirtation while the biggest of 
the new Catholic ehurchesin Dublin have at 
any service hundreds of people kneeling in 
halis and out on the steps of the buildings. 
This is an injustice which the Irish never talk 
about, but they feel it keenly and under the 
home_rule of the-future there will doubtless 
be a determined #ffort to redress it. | 

The question oftathedrals in Wales is kept 
open, They are to be national property and 
the leaning is evidently toward opening 
them to the eisteddfods, or national liter- 
ary and musical contests, and other 
general uses of the public. The bill 
as it stands pleases the Welsh fairly well, 
though more advanced Welsh members have 
some minor improvements to suggest, most 
of which will doubtless be accepted as reason- 
able. No opposition inside the ranks of the 
majority hus been discovered, and it is certain 
the bill will pass a second reading by at least 
the normal strength of that majority. 


Seeming to Forget Gladstone. 

Meanwhile G)adstone has been soil] that he 
was confined to his room most of the week, 
and to his bed for two days.

Gladstone himself is represented by those 
who have seen him as visibly chafing at his 
own inaction, and as guarding himself 
shurply against the mention of Rosebery’s 
name, 

Miss Wells “Showing Up” America. 

Americans are likely during the next few 
months to hear a great deal more of one of 
the products of the soil—to-wit: Miss 
Ida B. Wells, M. A., who says she is 
editor and part owaer of the Memphis 
paper, Free Speech, than they ever heard 
before. This coffee-colored lady has landed 
here with the express purpose of enlightening 
English minds on the subject of the lynching 
of negroes in the South. She has a lurid two- 
column interview in today’s Chronicle, in 
which sensational charges, unhappily true in 
the main, are skillfully mixed with 
stuff which I feel gure is not 
true. The Chronicle swallows the 
whole, and has a_ serious editorial 
calling the attention of all England to her 
revelation, and concluding that to arouse a 
reflected indignation among the Christain 
churches of America, who alone can stop 
these crimes, is the proper function of the 
religious leaders in England. 

It does not needa profound knowledge of 
English society to foresee that this young 
woman, if she keeps her head, may create a 
great furor in these islands, with conse: 
quences which our people at home, no matter 
what their attitude on the lynching 
question itself, will angrily resent. 
There ig inherent meddlesomeness enough 
in the English nature to begin 
with, but Miss Wells shrewdly puts into: the 


forefront of her charges the allegation that in. 


all these cases where negroes are summarily 
punished for outrages on white women it 


is the women themselves who have tenpt.

Russia’s Word of No Value. 


From last week’soptimistic visions of gen- 
eral disarmament and reign of European 
millennium there has been a natural reaction. 
Critics are beginning to point out that so long 
as Russia is what it is it is impossible for 
other nations to take its word for anything. 
Working behind the impenetrable screen 
of its autocracy it could pretend to 
be doing one thing and really 
be doing another. When its duplicity is re- 
vealed it doesnot scruple to laugh at the 
rivals whose credulity has put them at its 
mercy. This cynical view of Russia has such 
a volume of painful justification in history, 
old and modern, that itis bound always to 
come up a8 the crowning obstdcie in the path 
of any attempt to establish European concord. 

Outlook for May Day. 

This year May day will probably bring its 
full quota of socialistic demonstrations and 
oratory, but in none of the half dozen coun- 
tries specially affected are any such flurried 
signs of official precautions and preparations, 
as in former years. Italy, Austria, and Spain 
seem most likely to report turbulence, per- 
haps bloodshed, to us next Wednesday morn- 
ing, but in all three countries the anarchic 
condition of social politics is more to blame 
than any special growth of anarchism, 

Arrests of Anarchists at London. 


The London police believe they have really 
gathered in all the actual bomb-throwers of 
the Anarchist crowd here, though they are 
still looking for two organizers, who-ran no 
risks themselves but supplied money and ma- 
terials for the active wing. The success of 
the London “bobbies” in making these 
wholesale captures came, it may be 
noticed, only after large rewards were 
offered, and it was managed then simply’ by 
applying to the Anarchists the principles upon 
which they manage the thieves and burglars. 
The London force, which is no good at all for 
mysterious murders, excels in tracking thefts 
and recovering stolen goods, because it makes 
a study of the thief classes and keeps spies 
among them, knows their internecine animos- 
ities, and utilizes these for information. When 
it became worth while the force went to 
work and analyzed the Anarchists in the same 
way, found out their “ fences” and dupes, 
played one against the other, and bagged the 
whole lot. One of the inspectors teils me 
that if he had had to deal with the French 
alone he couldn't have succeeded, because 
they are rigidly close-rnouthed, but as soon as 
he got hold of a couple of Italians who 
were in the secrets it was possible to unravel 
the whole thing. 

Samoan Talk All Wind. 


Ambassador Bayard has said nothing to 
any reporter orto any other person which 
warrants ascribing to him any opinion much 
less prediction on Samoan affairs, Such dis- 
cussion as is going on at Berlin and London 
s purely newspaper talk, wholly uninspired

Colonial Office to New Zealand’s request and 
that a decision will be a matter of late May 
or evenJune.| From another quarter I hear 
that the Auckland and Australian chaps who 
are pushing this motion of annexation are 
mostly newspaper pals of Robert Louis 
Stevenson and have him in mind as the future 
Governor. 

One Book Worth Mention. 

‘* The Diplomatic Reminiscences ” of Lord 
Augustus Loftus is the solitary book of the 
week attracting attention. There is a great 
lot of interesting material for the historian of 
continental politics from 1862 to 1879, with 
a number of new and good anecdotes of great 
men, especially Bismarck and Gortschakoff, 
but the reserve of a public man still living 
and still in contact with affairs is so evident 
throughout, that dne is tempted to wish he had 
written more freely and kept his manuscript 
for posthumous publication. But then there 
is the objection that dead men jie so uncon- 
scionably. 

Russell to Be Chief Justice,

of Lord of Appeal with only a life peerage 
and a salary of $25,000, which is a quarter 
of what he can earn at the bar, would create 
surprise if it were not understood that it is the 
stepping-stone to the Lord Chief Justiceship, 
with a real peerage if he wantsit and an 
added $10,000.

stances=Mrs, Oliver H. Hicks Goes & 
Step Farther and Calls Miss Freiberger’s 
Criticisms Ungracious and Not Entirely 
Consistent with Her Past Action. 


At the exercises of the federation of wom- 
en’sclubs held Monday at Central Music 
Hall Miss Linnie Freiberger, in her report 
from the Teachers’ club, made some criti- 
cisms on the work of the Children’s Aid Soci- 
ety, which have attracted attention among 
philanthropic people. 

This society originated several years ago in 
the humane and public-spirited mind of Mrs. 
Judge M. F. Tuley. Its object is the relief 
to destitute children who are unable to at- 
tend the public schools for want of proper 


clothing. The funds are mainly de- 
rived by collections taken .in the 
schools among the well-to-do pupils, 


but contributions of clothing come from many 
directions: The Children’s Aid Society, the 
President of which is Mrs. Olive H. Hicks, 
has handied them without rewards of any 
kind, for several years. 

Miss Freiberger, who expressly said she 
spoke for her club and by special request, 
thought this work was doing more harm than 
good. She expressed great respect and ad- 
miration for the noble vomen who had tabored 
so faithfully in this field, but she said the dis- 
tribution of clothing had pauperized and de- 


moralized both the pupils and their parents. . 


Even those who were deserving objects of 
charity received the clothing as a matter of 
right and were ungrateful for it; and 
parents who were able to clothe their chil- 
dren sent them to school in rags so as to 
secure what they regarded as their share of 
the contributed clothing. ‘There was a con- 
test as to who should get the most, and those 
who did made it their boast. 
Other Agents Should Be Chosen. 

Miss Freiberger criticised the relation in 
which the schoolteachers stood to the work. 
They have hitherto, she said, been the main 
reliance of the society for learning what ones 
of the children were destitute and for the distri- 
bution of the clothmg provided by the so- 
ciety. But they are not always able to visit 
the homes and learn their real wants, and 
their positionasumpireand almoner involved 
incessant quarrels with children and parents, 
She thought they were the last people who 
should have anything to do with the matter. 

In uttering these sentiments she seemed to 
carry the audience with her. There are few 
in the city better informed on the subject 
or amore disinterested judge than Mrs. J. 
M. Flower. She is not' a member of the 
society, but she has been one of its most active 
supporters from the beginning. A _ reporter 
for Tue ‘Katbunz asked her yesterday what 
she thought uf Miss Freiberger’s criticism, and 
she replied: . 

‘**I did not hear Miss Freiberger’s report. 
and know of it only through the columns of 
Tae TRrpune. 

‘*T must say there is foundation for what 
she said, but lam far from thinking that the 
work of the society is altogether or even most- 
ly injurious, Every charity that I ever heard 
of is subverted, more orless. and this one 
among the rest. Butit is my belief that the 
Children’s Aid Society has done incalculable 
good, and that its work ought to be continued 
with as much energy and Zeal as ever, but also 
with greater circumspection than ever also. 


Last Year Is No Criterion. 


“In judging of the pauperizing effect of this 
work, it is untair to decide by the effect dur- 
ing last winter. 

** The relation of the teachers to this matter 
is of great importance.; Miss Freiberger 
thinks the society should rely on the visita- 
tion of the attendance agents. She seems to 
overlook the fact that that was the way we be- 
gan at the first. But we found the reports of 
these agents were frequently unreliable; and 
in the meanwhile we received the most piteous 
appeals from the teachers for clothing for the 
pupils. So the matter of | visitation naturally 
drifted into the hands of the teachers. Still, 
the society does not rely entirely on them, but 
has visitors of its own, and is much inclined 
to rely on them more and more for this part 
of the work. It is clear enough that it must 
involve the teachers in trouble to become the 
almoners of their pupils. | So that, summi 
it up, there is need for reform, but no groun 
for despondency. It ought to be prosecuted 
more vigorously. than ever,” 


Mra, O. H, Hicks’ Opinion. 


Mrs. Oliver H. Hicks, President of the 
School Children’s Aid Society, aiso takes issue 
with the report made to the Teachers’ club 
by Miss Linnie Freiberger, in which the work 
of the aid society is criticised as tending to 
pauperize the children. Mrs, Hicks said: 

*I was greatly surprised that the report 
should come from the Principal of the Buck- 
ley School, as that was one of the first 
schocls to apply for and receive clothing thie 
year. Few names appear on our books more 
frequently or as receiving more generous con- 
tributions. In every case her application 
for clothing has been supplied. It seems 
rather ungracious, after she has gotten all she 
can from the society, to make such an unex- 
pected attack upon it. If she felt as she 
writes, that this work is pauperizing the chil- 
dren and their parents, and doing so much 
harm, in fact, then I think! she has been act- 
ing very inconsistently to do so much to pro- 
mote it. 

‘*We have never asked the teachers to apply 
to us for clothing and have told them that 


only in cases where the parents were 
unable to supply the clothing, and the 
parents were utterly destitute, “would 


we supply it. Of course! we know that un- 
worthy ones do get clothing, but itis only a 
small number and the work of benevolence 
and charity cannot stop on account of the 
possibility or probability that there may be 
unworthy ones supplied. 

** It would be a very comfortable arrange. 
ment if every person could have that excuse 
to fall back upon and refuse aid on that 
ground and let the suffering exist. I am very 
tired of that sort of talk. 


Secret of the Brouble. 


“*The secret of the trouble with the teachers 
is that there isa certain amount of respon- 
sibility thrown upon them, but the society has 
never required anything else of them than to 
distribute the clothing we send to them. 

‘*The circular we issued'|to the school prin- 
cipals says: ‘The Board of Education has in- 
structed the Attendance Agents to bring chil- 
dren who require clothing to the school to 
which they belong, register them, and the 
principal will write to us for the required 
clothing.’ There are seventeen of these agents 
and they are mth per to report all worthy 
cases in this way. What I wish to make plain 
is that we have never asked the teachers to 
send to us for clothing, but if they do send 
for it it becomes obligatory on them to dis- 
tribute it. That the society itself cannot pos- 
sibly do. 


‘““Miss Freiberger professes to speak for 


the teachers, but from numerous letters we 
have received from taem | am certain that a 
large majority of them are gen- 
uinely interested in and appreciative of 
our work, and the applications they send are 
written witha genuine desire to aid the poor 
children to attend school at as little expense 
tous as possibie. I am sorry Yo say that 
there are some teachers who seem to be teach- 
ing solely for the money there is in it; who 
look with great disfavor upon anything that 
tends to increase their duties. 


Work of Last Winter. 
*Our work last winter was so unexpect- 


.edly large that we had not the appliances 


close investigation as we 
to make. <jJn eighteen weeks 
we sent out a quarter more clothing 
than in four years before*The last day of 
our distribution, Mr. Hitch, principal of the 
Dore School, one that we supplied most liber- 
ally, said: ‘I wish to assure you that if your 
society had not supplied this clothing three. 
fourths of our pupils would not have been 
able to attend school at all. You have done a 
noble work.’ | 
“If our work is not productive of good we 
surely do not wish to continue it. It is not a 
matter of social recreation, but downright 
hard work. Some of us last winter devoted 
four or five days of the week to it. our only 
recompense bemg the belief that we were re. 
lieving suffering and enabling children to get 
what Americans prize most—an education.”

| LADY OF CONSOLATION CHURCH FEAST. 
Marvelous Story.of a Roman Catholic 


Sanctuary in Carey, O. 

Urrzr Sanpvusky,.O., April 28.—[Special.] 
—Anannualevent of national importance, 
especially to Catholics, occurred Tuesday in 
the celebration of the patron feast at the 
Lady of Consolation Church at Carey, a town 
of 12,000 inhabitants a few miles north. 
This church, although an unassuming frame 
structure, is the only pilgrimage church in 
the United States, and with the exception of 
one in Canada the only one in America, and 
is recog nized by Pope Leo as such. The Pope 
has honored the church in the past with 
some notable gifts, among them an ante- 
pendium, made of the finest of silk 
embroidered with gold, and bearing the coat- 
of-arins of his Holiness. The chu possesses 
a piece of the cross on which Jesus was cruvi- 
fied, duly authenticated by Cardinals of the 
Holy See, and also possesses a fac-simile of 
the famous Holy Virgin statue of Luxem- 
burg. The Holy Virgin statue is famous for 
the reason that it mysteriously appeared in 
the Holy Virgin church at Luxemburg three 
centuries ago. How it got in the church was 
never learned, and from the fact that 
many muraculous cures were later ef- 
fected in its presence the supposition 
gained credence that it came there through 
a divine act, The fae-simiie in the possession 
of the church at Carey has a piece of the orig- 
inal imbedded in it, and the das it was carried 
to the church was marked by a singular oc- 
currence. The statue was received at a town 
near Carey in the year 1875, and twenty girls 
in black started to carry it to Carey, followed 
by “ 2 tsp of over a thousand.

Before the Conference of This Ecclesi- 

astical Body at Its Meeting May 3— 

Having Split from the Main Church on 

the Rock of Slavery the Southern Or- 

ganization Seems About to Bury Its 
‘ Differences—Its Name to Be Changed. 


The first of the great religious gatherings 
of the year will occur at Memphis, Tenn., May 
3. At that time the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church South will 
hold its twelfth quadrennial session. It would 
be the thirteenth but for the fact that the 
meeting which was announced for 1862 at 
New Orleans did not take place because of 
the presence of Gen. Butler in that city and 
ot Admiral Farragut in the Mississippi River. 

Doubtless there are hundreds of otherwise 
well-informed persons north of Mason and 
Dixon’s line who are in total ignorance of the 
existence of this great branch of the Meth- 
odist Church in the southland. The compiler 
of ecclesiastical statistics is very 
much in evidence as to the _ viril- 
ity of| this denomination, the sphere of 
whose efforts is by no means confined 
within the metes and bounds of the traditional 
Mason and. Dixon line. This church has 
vigorous societies in Colorado, California, 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, and Montana, 
besides flourishing missions in China, Japan; 
India, Mexico, and Brazil. 

The history of this body is especially inter- 
esting. Originally it was part and parcel of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. Long be- 
fore the civil war broke out this great church 
split into two pieces upon the rock of slavery. 
The division occurred in 1844 at the general 
conference held' in the City of Baltimore. 
The Methodist Church was opposed to slavery 
from the first. John Wesley, the founder of 
the denomination, made the following entry 
in his journal Feb. 12, 1772: 

I read'a different book published by an honest 
Quaker on that execrable sum of all villainies, 
commonly calied the slave trade. I read nothing 
like it in the heathen world, whether ancient or 
modern: and it infinitely exceeds in every in- 
stance of barbarity what Christian slaves suffer 
in Mohammedan countries. 

Beginning of the Trouble, 


Wesley struck the keynote of the anti- 
slavery campaign, It “was not strange then 
that his preachers should hold fast to the 
heritage which he bequeathed them. In spite 
of repeated official deciarations on the sub- 
ject a.proslavery party arose in the church 
composed entirely of Southern men. As the 
agitation for abolition became hotter and 
hotter in the North this party became more 
vigorous in opposition. When the general 
conference of 1844 met the conditions were 
favorable for a serious conflict. A Methodist 
preacher from Baltimore by the name of 
Francis A. Harding hed been suspended dur- 
ing the interim for failing to manumit slaves 
which belonged to his wife. He appealed to 
the General Conference and the appeal wus 
not sustained, 

But a ‘more serious difficulty of the same 
character confronted the conference. Bishop 
James Q. Andrew, who resided in Georgia, 
shortly before the conference mej had mar- 
‘ried a lady who was the owner of slaves, who, 
according to the law of Georgia, were not al- 
lowed emancipation. The matter came be- 
fore the conference. To a majority of its 
members the thought of a Bishop being even 
the implied owner of slaves was particularly 
offensive and odious. After a long and heat- 
ed debate Bishop Andrew was suspended from 
his posifioh pending the existence of the ob- 
noxious! conditions. This decision fired the 
hot blood of the Southerners, and they cut 
loose frdm the church in accordance with an 
agreed “plan of separation,” and in 1845 
they organized themselves into the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, at a con- 
vention held at Louisville, Ky, This new 
church requested Bishops Soule and Andrew to 
act as their episcopal heads, and thus equipped 
the new organization began what has proved 
to be an honorable and successful career. 

The organization of anew churchdid not 
settle the controversy which resulted in the 
separation of the Southern division. For 
years the fight raged hot and often fierce. In 
the boarder States coaflicts were frequent, and 
more tan once it became necessary to invoke 
the strong armof the law to compel peace. 
Durmg |the war it went hambwith the new 
church, | Its membership was _ scattered, 
its churches were conver into  bar- 
racks in many cities, its ¢olleges lan- 
guished and died, and the entire fabric 
was in danger of collapse. At the close of 
the war) things began to brighten and there 
has been constant and increasing progress 
ever since. The church has today 5,368 
traveling ‘preachers, 6,481 local preachers, 
1,305,715 members, 13.426 Sunday-schools, 
with 754,223 pupils; 12,856 churches and 
3,015 parsonages, valued at $23,980,548; 
179 schools and colleges, with 897 teachers 
and 16,620 students, ard property valued at 
$4,485,042. The church has ten Bishops— 
the Rev, Drs.

This 
involves embarrassment and calls forth un- 
kind criticism. In view of these and other 
facts it is proposed to change the name to 
‘“* Wesleyan Episcopal Charch.”” This propo- 
sition will precipitate a warm discussion on 
the floor of the confer ene, 


Younger Generation for Union. 


There isa notable and growing element in 
the. church which has written the word 
“union ” on its'banners. The champions of 
this cause are mostly from the generation 
which has grown up since the war. To them 
there seems to be no adequate reason for the 
continued separation of these two bodies of 
the Methodist Church. The sentiment is 
growing on both sides _ of the Mason and 
Dixon lime and will probably find expression 
in some emphatic form at Memphis. The 
Rev. 8S. A, Steele, D. D., of Nashville does 
not hesitate to speak out on this subject as 
the representative of the Methodism of the 
South. He said recently, writing on the sub- 
ject of fraternity between the two ies : 

If we knew each other bet we would love 
each other more. We sprayg from the same 
spiritual ancestry, we are in amental accord 
on all vital religious questions, we are working 
along the same lines of evangelicai effort, we 
preach the same gospel, follow the same Christ, 
and hope to reach the same heaven in the end.

Companion Would Like to Meet. 

New Yors, April 16.—** Longstreet has 
been hammering us all day long, sending one 
brigade after another up against our line ’’— 
so he was reported eleven years ago by Col. 
Frank A. Burr (who died over in Philadel- 
phia a few days ago), in an interview pub- 
lished in the Cincinnati Hnquirer. Next to 
the Thirty-eighth Ohio Infantry, my regi- 
ment, the Twenty-first Ohio Infantry, was the 
largest in the army of the Cumberland that 
day—it was the 20th day of September, 1863, 
and the scene was Chickamauga. We had 541 
men and 16 commissioned officers as | 
very well remember, for I acted as adju- 
tant (besides commanding two companies) 
for several weeks after thé battle. But on the 
morning of Sept. 21 we could muster on the 
slopes of Missionary Ridge, near Rossville, 
only 270 men, counting those we knew were 
in the hospital and five commissioned of- 
ficers. 

The reason why we are able to hold the hill 
against Longstreet’s brigades (for we were de- 
tached from our division early in the day and 
fought, ali alone, without the sight of a man 
who ranked our Lieutenant-Colonel who coim- 
manded us, til] late in the afternoon) was be- 
cause seven of our companies were arrhed 
with Colt’s revolving rifles—each could be 
loaded in all its five chambers as quickiy as 
an Enfield—while the other three companies 
were made up of men quite expert with their 
always reliable Enfields. 

The result was that when Longstreet’s men 
had received our first volley they always 
rushed forward with a great accession of 


speed and confidence, thinking they would be- 


on to us before we could reload. But they 
would scarcely pass ten paces before they 
would catch another voiley, and while they 
were turning this over in their minds we 
would let them haveathird! This was felt 
to be quite a peculiar circumstance, requirin 
deliberation, better conducted, perhaps, bac 
in the rear and out of range—for it generally 
happened that with the third volley the John- 
nies had come to a dead halt and were begin- 
ning to take the back track, which they no 
longer hesitated about when they got the 
fourth, and by the time we sent them the fifth 
our balls flew after flying foes. 

As we had peculiar ammunition it hap- 
pened—it had to happen, being one of those 
things that always do happen—that along 
about noon somebody ordered the wagon on 
which our cartridges were loaded to the rear. 
We found, however, that if we kept the bay- 
onent on the gun to prevent the splitting of 
the muzzle we could use the Enfield cartridge, 
even if the ball wasa little bit larger than 
those made especially for the Colt’s rifle. 

And as fast as men using the revolvers were 
disabled or killed some one would swap his 
Enfield for the better piece, so that at last 
nearly every man in our line wasequal to five, 
so far at least as his shooting was concerned. 
Under the circumstances it was not remarka- 
ble that late in the afternoon we ran out of 
ammunition. Idon’t know hew anybody found 
it out or who it was that gave the order, but 
about that time two, regiments came ap the 
hill from the rear~to relieve us. We were 
sent down, Just far enough to be out of range, 
and lying down to rest began to reckon up the 
sad havoc inour ranks. We had not been 
at it very long, however, till word came for 
us to gather up those of our men who still had 
ammunition and take them up to the front to 
fight it out. I had three or four in my com- 
pany and went with them. 

We had not been there long before we be- 
came aware of the old, familiar spectacle, the 
long line of Confederates coming up the hill 
to the charge. Just as they got to the right 
place, in good range of our rifles, all at once 
ainan was seen to spring out of their ranks 
and to come leaping up the hill towards us— 
swinging his hat over his head as he came, 
When we got near enough we could hear him 
shouting, ‘‘cease firing!’’ while the brigade 
fcllowed him with steady step, the men car- 
rying their pieces at a right shoulder shift. 

At last the measenger reached our lines and 
was taken te the commanding officer—who 
he was I never learned definitely. Here he 
explained his errand. He said that the John- 
nies coming up the hill wanted to surrender, 
asked us to cease firimg in order that they 
might do to. The Colonel questioned him 
sharply, but at last, satisfied that he was tell- 
ing the truth, gave the order and instantly 
everything became still, save for the distant 
firing, which by this time had become very 
irregular off on our left and the noise made 
by the marching Johnnies as they waded 
through the thick underbrush, I remember 
that the sound was like that of the wind play- 
ing through a field of ripe wheat. 

ations the messenger came or was 
brought, I don’t know which, near to where 
Lieut. Lamb of my regiment. and I were, 
with our men. He wasa tall young fellow, 
clad in ‘* butternut’”’ and slim and lithe asa 
hound—quick and courteous in his move- 
ments and gestures, handsome and of good 
presence. He lay down at the foot of a tree, 
having it, 1 observed, between him and his 
advancing comrades. His quick eyes darted 
about constantly, taking in everything that 
was happening and they glowed with an 
evident enjoyment of the situation. 

And still the Johnnies came steadily on with 
their pieces at a right shoulder shift, and 
some one made the remark that if they wanted 
to surrender they ought to lay down their 
arms. Lamb observed that the thing wasa 
trick, that the Johnnies didn’t intend to sur- 
render. and turning to his men ordered them 
to follow him back to the regiment. I ob. 
served the young Johnnie as. his piercing gaze 
rested for a moment on Lamb with, I thought, 
a gleam of amusement in his eyes, 
which forthwith traveled swiftly ahead 
to see what effect Lamb’s move had upon 
the rest. But, except that I gathered my men 
together and followed Lamb, everybody stood 
with his mouth open, stupidly gazing at the 
oncoming Confeds. At last, just as we 
reached our regiment, some one sang out: 
“If you want to surrender lay down your 
arms!’’ and somebody else replied: ‘* Go to 
hell, you Yankee ——!”’ A vollew followed, 
and then another, crashing and roarin 
through the wooded hills. There was the es 
and scramble of many feet, sharp cries, or- 
ders, oaths, shrieks, and calls of dismay, and 
the two regiments came piling panic-stricken 
down the hill! 

The chagrined commander who had been 
made the victim of the shallow artifice or- 
dered ouw Irish Major to charge up the hill 
with the Twenty-first and retake it, and we 
poor devils, less than 200 in number, with 
only one round of ammunition, charged ue

Where It Will Be a Crime to Read or Write, 

An Italian Deputy, Achille Fazzari, has sent 
word to the King of Italy, the Pope, Crispi, and 
various members of Parliament that he means to 
retire to-his estate on the shores of the Gulf of 
Squillace, in Calabria, live there as an agricult- 
urist and fisherman, and found & colony to be 
called ** Cassiodoro,”’ in memory of King Theéo- 
doric. Sig. Fazzari bas drawn up rules for the 
regulation of his colony, to which all who 
take part must adhere. The rules en- 
join the abandonment, by legal act, of 
all personal roperty ; the renunciation 
of all reading, whether it be newspapers, manu- 
scripts, letters, or telegrams, which, ghould they 
arrive, will be burned; work to be in common; 
members to live in separate huts. It is prohibit- 
ed to teach the children that may be born to read 
or write. The colony will be advised by a chief 
to be elected annually. Sundays a Catholic 
priest will say mass and proclaim the laws of 
the Italian State. which will be obeyed. No pun- 
ishments will be inflicted in the colony, but un- 
worthy people can be expelled. Men and women 
will wear the same costume. The food of the 
colony will be soup, meat, and fish; wine pro- 
du will be drank.—London News.

Methods of Concealing Opiam. 


Of course what has taken so much trouble 
to obtain must be carefully guarded from 
confiscation. The difficulties occur only to 
those whose friends and relatives are making 
ill-advised efforts to keep the drug fry m | ite 
user and these well meaning peo le have a 
practice of destroying all the stu 7 find 
about the house. A doctor who descended to 
the prescription blank from the reporter’s 
notebook, and who still rejoices that\he was 
never scooped nor thrown off the track by the 
police force in a criminal investigation, says 
that one of the unfortunates who would rather 
die and occupy the hottest corner of the 
Mephistophelean domain than be without his 
drug can hide large quantities so that ho one 
ean find it. By no one it is meant that the 
detective in a French novel or the hero of 
“The Bandit Chief; or, Old Sleuth’s Greatest 
Success,’’ were he in real life, might search 
for centuries and fail to find the package or 
bottle concealed in a certain house, 

In the treatment of the disease of morphino- 
mania it is necessary to control the qpantity 
of the drug taken; hence the advantages of 
treatment in sanitaria. One physician has 
been successful in home treatment by care- 
fully selecting a certain room for the sick- 
chamber the day before the case 1s taken 
charge of. This room is immediately made a 
storehouse of opium or morphine by the

* CHINESE VASE OF BY-GONE AGE. 


Valuable Relic Now in Chicago as Security 
for a Loan to a San Francisco Firm. 

Among the temporary curiosities of China- 
town isan odd-looking metallic vase about 
eight inches tall... It issaid to be over 2,500 
years old, and it is also claimed that the art 
of making vases of this kind is now lost, It 
came into the possession of Hip Lung, the 
Chinese merchant at No, 329 Clark street, 
six months ago. He holds it as security fora 
loan of $1,600 which he made to a San Fran- 
cisco firm. in telling about the vase Hip 
Lung said that it was worth much more than 
the amount be loaned on ft. 

As to its age he said that it was known that 
none of them had been made for over 2,500 
years. They were made by a family of metal- 
workers in: the interior of China. The 
family kept the art a secret and it so 
happened that in one of the civil wars ages 
ago the family was annihilated and so the art 
was lost. ‘* They are held to be of great value 
by the Chinese,” he said. *‘and are considered 
as good as gold as collateral.” 

A peculiar thing about the vase is there is 
no name for the metal in the Engiish lan- 
guage. It looks something like wrought iron 
and growing’ irregularly over one side of it 
and down into the mouth of the vase is a sub- 
stance which resembles lichen. It is hard as 
enamel and some portions of it are bright 
green, others dark green, and others black. 
The colors vary in their hues with the weather. 
In cold weather they are bright and in warm 
they become rather dul. It is claimed that 
this substance never ceases to grow, though 
the growth is exceedingly slow. In the parts 
of the vase not yet covered spots can be seen 
which are apparently just beginning to bud. 
Hip Lung said the borrower had forwarded 
the money borrowed and that it would proba- 
bly be here Monday. As soon as it arrives he 
will return the valuable relic. Meantime he 
keeps it lockeil ina fireproof safe in his store. 


M. ZOLA 18 NOT AN ANARCHIST.

TRADING I8 DULL BUT PRICES ARE 
STBADY TO STRONG. 


Easy Money a Mantle That Covers a Multi- 
tude of Unfavorable Conditions=Trad- 
ers Cease to Fear Much in a Specu- 
lative Way from Labor Disturbances 
and Industrial Armies — Strawboard 
Competition=Money Still Accumulating 
in New York. 

Labor troubles are beginning to lose their 
significance in speculative affairs. People 
see that as soon as the industrial armies real- 


| ly do violence to property the arm of the law 


quickly stretches out its protectior. They 
see, too, that this army movement is after all 
hardly a serious affair, disastrous as might 
have been some of its consequences. The 
movement is not growing, but is rather di- 
minishing. The local labor! situation’ shows 
some improvement also, and altogether there 
seems good chance that we have passed the 
worse point and that a few weeks at most 
will clear the air and make way for industrial 
improvement. 

The mantle of easy money will covera 
multitude of discouraging. conditions in the 
speculative mind, and thig mantle of easy 
money has become exceedingly voluminous. 
It is not easy to organize bear campaigns when 
there is small chance of frightening actual hold- 
ers of securities into letting gb of them. At pres- 
ent it would not be easy to do this unless there 
were extremely serious and threatening condi- 
tions. Theman who has money invested knows 
that should he now withdraw it from that invest- 
ment the chance of finding) profitable emplo g- 
ment for it will be small.| The man whocan 
borrow money at perhaps 3 per cent with which 
to buy stocks which will pay 5 or 6 per cent on 
the purchase price is not going to be easily 
frightened either so long as conditions do not 
become so unfavorable as to threaten the con- 
tinuance of the dividends. So while immediate 
conditions, with the single| exception of easy 
money, are all onthe side of the bears, the one 
exception is proving just abouta- counter balance 
for ail the unsatisfactory conditions. 

The stock market yesterday was 7 the same 
as it has been for several days, dull, uninterest- 
ing, and firm. The public ig not buying, neither 
is it selling. Most of the small amount of busi- 
ness transacted comes from) the room traders. 
There is nothing in the market to move it mate- 
riaily in either direction, and so there are only 
fractional variations. 

West Side stock opened a shade lower, the first 
account sale being at 148%. It worked up to 
149%, closing a point higher than it did Friday. 
North Side also advanced from a weak opening, 
the first sale being at 245 and the last at 2464. 

There was no trading in Strawboard, a single 
fractional sale being made at 26. There is a 
rumor to the _ effect t . W. Barber, 
the former President of the American Straw- 
board company, is oing into the field 
as a competitor of at company, and his 
presence at the meeti of outside manufactur- 
ers, which was had at the Grand Pacific Friday, 
is pointed out as evidence of that. The real sit- 
uation is that the outside interests are anxious 
to unite so that they may present a solid front 
with which either to continug the fight with the 
American Strawboard company or negotiate with 
the company for a division of business and a re- 
turn to profitable prices. Some of these outside 
interests believe that Mr. Barber's experience 
will be useful in effecting such a combination, 
and he was invited into the conference that these 
outside manufacturers might hear his views. The 
Moores disclaim all knowledge regarding the 
meeting, and most positively deny any active an- 
tagonism toward the American Strawboard com- 
pany or intention to foster competition to that 
company

HE WAS A MAGNIFICENT SWINDLER. 


Two Confiding Old People Bled to the Ex- 
tent of $100,000, 


Paris Letter in London Telegraph: Two 
wealthy persons,a husbartid and wife, who 
live in Paris, have been egregiousiy deluded 
by a magnificent adventurer, who called him- 
self a Boyard. Ten months since the efful- 
gent magnate from Eastern Europe was in- 
troduced to the couple by a common friend. 
They were enchanted by his grace of manner 
and interesting conversation, and they deemed 
themselves highly honored by his acquaint- 
ance. As time rolled on his acquaint- 
ance ripened into friendship, and the brilliant 
Boyard condescended to borrow a trifle from 
his Parisian admirers. He next informed 
them that he was about to be marr to a 
great Muscovite Princess, who had a owe 
of $400,000 cash down and property—wort 
millions—not accurately specified in amount. 
On the strength of these representations the 
husband and wife advanced more money to 
the Boyard, who took them to see the Paris 
residence which he had prepared in view 
of his marriage. There they beheld heaps of 
jewelry, services in old silver, domestics with 
powdered: heads, and everything denoting 
grandeur and opulence. Their confidence in 
the magnate was further strengthened when 
he informed his lady friend that her husband 
would be his chief witness at the wedding and 
that she herself would walk to the altar of the 
church leaning on the arm of one of most 
distinguished officers of the Russian imperial 
househoid. The lady at once ordered four 
splendid dresses, and with her husband set out 
for Nice, where the wedding ceremony was to 
take place, and whither the Boyara had gone 
before them, All thistime the couple were 
supplying their illustrious friend with money, 
and when they arrived at Nice they had fur- 
ther disbursements to make in his favor. 
They paid his hotel bills, and they gave him 
funds for the hiring of a special suite of rooms 
for the bride. To their surprise, the Russian 
Princess whom their friend was to wed 
seemed to delay her arrival in an extraordi- 
nary manner, and, pending her coming, the 
Boyard was enjoying himself at their expense 
in different places along the Riviera between 
Nizza la Bella and Geneva la Superba. At 
last one day he told them that, owing to the 
difficulties created in respect to foreign mar- 
riages by the French law, the wedding would 
have to take place in London, There they 
would be jeined by the lovely Princess. A 
start was accordingly made for the British 
Capital, which was reached after a short stay 
in Brussels. In London the Boyard disap- 
peared and a legion of creditors from Paris, 
Brussels, Nice, and Monte Carlo came down 
on the unlucky husband and wife. They have 
returned to Paris wiser than before, and they 
have placed the affair in the hands of the po- 
lice. This is the account of the extraordinary 
cuse given by the complainants, but nothing 
has yet been heard from the Boyard, who is 
not to be found on the boulevards. It is said

MARVELOUS VOLCANO IN SUMATRA, 


A Correspondent Tells of the Wonderfal 
Sights He Witnegsed, 

There are many mud volcanoes scattered 
throughout the world, but there are few whose 
action is so regular and so characteristic as 
that of Dempo, in the island of Sumatra. 
This marvelous volcano, about 10,000 feet in 
height, was visited recently by a corre- 
spondent ‘who thus describes it: All 
was quiet and placid, and 
sat down awhile to takein the details of a 
ecene so novel; a vast circular basin half a 
mile in diameter, with rocky sides of sheer 
precipices, displaying at places horizontal . 
strata, and at the bottom of this another 
smaller basin, some 200 feet in diameter, 
filled to within about thirty or forty feet of its 
rim with a smoking substance, like burnished 
silver, reflected the blue sky and every pass- 
ing cloud. 

Ve had sat thus for perhaps ten or twelve 
minutes when I noticed that the center of the 
white basin had become intensely black, and 
was scored with dark streaks. This: area 
gradually increased. By steady scrutiny with 
my glass, for it was difficult to make out what 
was silently and slowly taking place, I at last 
discovered that the blackness marked the 
sides of a chasm that had formed in—what I 
now perceived the white burnished mirror to 
be—a lake of seething mud. 

The biackness increased. The lake was 
being engulfed. A few minutes later a dull, 
sullen roar was heard and I had just time to 
conjecture within myself whence it proceeded 
when the whole lake heaved and rose in the 
air for some hundreds of feet, not as if vio- 
lently ejected, but with acalm, majestic up- 
heaval and then feil back on itself with an 
awesome roar which reverberated round and 
round the vast caldron and echoed from rocky 
wall to rocky wall like the surge of an angry 
sea; and the immense volume of steam let 
loose from its prison house dissipated itself 
into the air.

Landlords and Loan Agents Forced to 
Cater to the Whims and Wishes of Peo- 
ple Who Rent Stores and Residence 
Property=—Chicago Opera-House Rental 
Question Is Settied at Last=The Own- 
ers Concede a Few Points=The Week's 
Report of Leases and Transfers. 


It is a great season for tenants and borrow- 
ers. The landlord and the loan agent have 
had their innings in previous years, but this 
year they are forced to cater to the whims of 
the people who rent stores, offices, and resi- 
dences, or who may be in need of money. 
Store rents are admitted to be weak in nearly 
every portion of the city. Concessions of 
more or less importance are made on fearly 
all streets in the down-town district except 
South Water street anda favored section of 
State street. There are plenty of vacant 
stores on Wabash avenue, Lake and Ran- 
dolph streets, and'in the wholesale district. 
It is said that even in some of the best State 
street blocks slight concessions are being 
made to hold .tenants. 

It is a safe proposition that a tenant cannot 
afford to continue for a series of years pay- 
ing his landlord more for rent than he is mak- 
ing in his business, and muny instances can 
be cited where just such conditions have ex- 
isted for the last few years. Rents are bound 
to give way to some extent under the logic of 
lighter demand and the inability of tenants 
to make enough in their business to warrant 
the range of rents which has been in vogue 
for some time. It is not that there has been 
any great increase in the supply of store 
space, as is the case in regard to offices and 
residences. The buildifig of sky-scrapers, 
whilet increases the amount of space on up- 
per floors, does not increase the amount of 
ground floor space. Seme additions to this 
space have been made by develop- 
ments in the southern portion of the 
business district, but there has been 
no rapid increase in the amount of 
store space available for first-class business 
purposes. The rents are simply going down 
under reduced earning capacity of tenants. A 
fair illustration Of this might be furnished by 
the conditions which exist on La Salle street. 
The spread and developinent of the insurance 
business has greatly developed a section of 
this thoroughfaré. Rents have gone up at a 
phenomenal rate under a sharp demand from 
agents to secure first floor offices. The condi- 
tions in the insurance business have so 
changed that retrenchment in all directions is 
the order of the day. The companies have 
made reductions of commissions to agents, 
and the lines of the insurance are 
much smaller than in former years on 
account of the depressed business and ,jndus- 
trial conditions. it simply means that the 


agents in turn will have to curtail their ex-'] 


penses, and at present rent isan important 
item in the expense budget. The agents 
have demanded concessions from landlords. 
and on the showing which they have been 
able to make have in most cases succeeded in 
securing them, The same cundition of affairs 
exists in almost every line of business, and 
for this reason concessions are being gener- 
ally’ made by landlords. 


Agents Assume Leases of Offices. 


In the case of office rents the situation is 
somewhat different. The city is unquestion- 
ably overbuilt with office buildings, and May 
1 will find a great'deal more vacant office 
space than has ever been known before at 
that season. The appearance of ‘for rent ”’ 
signs of outside agents in some of 
the large office buildings 
cates a peculiar condition of 
which has arisen in the sharp competition of 
renting agents for tevants. This season there 
is but little new material with which to fill 
office space. Therenting business consists in 
a shifting of occupants, which is, as a rule, in 
favor of the teaants and to the disadvantage 
of the landlords. in the Title and Trust 
Building, for instance, is a floor offered for 


»}rent by the agent of the Home Insurance 


Buildi This simply means that the agent 
of the Home Insurance company has taken a 
tenant out of the rival building and has as- 
gumed his lease. Such an operation cannot 
be prafitable to any of the parties interested 
except possibly the tenant. The manager of the 
Old Colony Building some time ago reported 
a large lease of space to a prominent railroad 
corporation. It now appears that he assumed 
a lease in another building, on which he is 
paying at the rate of $40,000 a year. The 
same condition of things exists in regard to 
the Owings Building, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Real Estate Board Building, and, 
in fact, nearly all of the down-town office 
buildings. It may be good policy to secure 
first-class tenants under terms which prac- 
tically mean no rent for a considerable term, 
but the appearance of these signs of outside 
agents shows to what extent the competition 
for tenants has been carried. | 

The condition of the house-renting market 
is indicated by the bulletin boards in all the 
offices which do a house-renting business. 
These boards, which, as a rule, are pretty 
well cleared off by the last of April, are still 
white with for rent cards. Tenants are hold- 
ing off and expecting and demanding con- 
cessions. The renting period will - be 
carried considerably over May 1, but tenants 
may find that the supply of houses is not so 
great as they had anticipated. The conditions 
in the residence property market are con- 
siderably different from those which exist in 
the market for business property. There isa 
general belief among tenants that the city is 
largely overbuilt with houses, but to what ex- 
tent there is scarcely any basis on which to 
venture an opinion. The appearance of ** For 
Rent’’ signs, is, by no means, a safe indica- 
tion of the amount of property vacant and un- 
occupied, It simpl shows the feeling 
of uncertainty an desire for change 
which has invaded the house-renting 
field. Occupants of houses are moving into 
flats, and occupants of high-priced flats are 
making efforts to secure cheaper quarters. 
The tenants who are refusing to renew leases 
are not showing the best judgment. They 
are making no effort to secure quarters, but 
are simply relying on being able to get con- 
cessions after May 1. Itis entirely possible 
that they will not be able to make so good 
terms after that time as they would be able 
to secure now. Itis all uncertainty, both as 
to tenants and landlords, regarding the sup- 
ply of residences as compared with the de- 
mand. It will not take long after May 1, 
however, to determine just What the relations 
of demand and supply are. There has been 
comparatively littl doing since before the 
Fair, and tenants may find this supposed 
plethora of rentable buildings suddenly meit- 
ing away. 

No Demand for Real Estate Loans. 


A peculiar condition of the market is the 
light demand for real estate loans. After 
1873 the demand for property was reduced 
to a minimum, but there was still a sharp de- 
mand for loans. Now there is neither good 
demand for investment nor any demand from 
borrowers. The holders of Chicago property 
are apparently in strong condition or are able 
to extend existing loanson favorable terms. 
Instances have been cited where in applica- 
tions for loans at 444 per cent interest the ap- 
plicants have objected to paying the ordinary 
commission. Agénts claim that it is easier to 
secure money on gilt-edge loans at 4 per 
cent than it is to get good applications for the 


loans. 

One of the most interesting events of the 
week was the settlement of the opera-house 
re-valuation question. A basis of value for 
the land has been reached, which has been ac- 
cepted by both parties in interest, and for the 
next five years round rent will be $50,- 
000. The lessee of the corner, the Chicago 
Opera-House company, feared a_ vaiua- 
tion as being made of this year. The repre- 
sentatives of the company realized that the 
conditions were against them. Criterions of 
value have been established by building 
schemes, projected during the last year or 
two, which are still in the experimental stage. 
The popularity of high buildings has been one 
of the great elements during the last five 
years in advancing down-town values. re 
is a change in sentiment at the present time, 
but any possible reorganization of vaiues 
cannot, in the nature of things, be reached 
for a year or two, at least. The market for 
down-town property shows no sighs of ac- 
tivity, but as yet no _ concessions are 
being offered by owners. The Opera-House 
company considered it unfortunate to 
nave a valuation which would determine the 
ground rental for the next five years adjusted 
under such circumstances, and were well sat- 
isfied with the compromise reached last week. 
At the end of five years the high build 
question will have the experimen 
stage, fair criterions of value will at least 


beavailable. Evidently it wilt take some 
close figuring to determine income from high 
building investments, including, sites, 
or leased at current values, so long as 
nt building ordinance is in force. The 
Title and Trust Building is considered one of 
the first-class modern office buildings. The 
land under it was bought at less than top 
notch figures, and the building is of 
sufficient size to be operated to good 
advantage. It is sixteen stories high, four 
stories biatuat than it-is possible now to build, 
and still it is said that it paid but 54¢-per cent 
income to stockholders last year, without writ- 
ing off anything for depreciation of plant and 
building. 
Change in Character of Property Needed. 
The proper disposal of second-class prop- 
erty in all parts of the city is becoming more 
and more of a serious question with owners. 
There are many localities which originally 
were first-class residence neighborhoods have 
gradually graded down in character of occu, 
pancy, but which ultimately seem destined 
for business occupancy. Just now they are 
neither ** fish, flesh, nor fowl.’’ There is a 
reat deal of this class of property on the 
uth Side, between Eighteenth and Twenty. 
sixth streets. On some of the streets it seems 
almost a hopeless task to | the. property 
into shape where it will pay a fair 
income. A . theory is being worked 
by Samuel Gregsten in the develop- 
ment of Wabash avenue property 
which may commend itself to owners, who 
have faith in the uitimate improvement of 
the street, but who believe that extensive im- 
provements at tne present time are not war- 
ranted. He believes that the street can have 
a character established on the plan in vogue 
in European cities, where the population is 
more dense than here. It is to remodel the 
old style residences on Wabash avenue into 
store and flat buildings. The stores are really 
to be little shops with living rooms in the 
rear. They are to be rented to tradesmen of 
small capital who have to reduce their ex- 
penses. A two-story house at Nos. 2112 to 
2116 Wabash avenue has been renting for 
less than $100 a month asa boarding-house, 
It has beea changed into stores and flats. 
Three stores are bringing in an average of 
$40 apiece and the upper floor is renting for 
$55 a month. The difference of $75 a month 
will more than pay a handsome income on the 
cost of making the same. The system, if 
worked out, would gradually give the street 
a new character. Instead of being the 
poorest class of residence property it would 
be given a business character, and ultimately 
would warrant modern store buildings. Own- 
ers recognize that something must be done 
with this class of property. At the present 
valuation the property will ruin its holders 
who wait for the ultimate improvement of 
the street. There have been two systems of 
improvement introduced by the two heaviest 
owners of property on Wabash avenue. One 
is as outlined above and the other is the tearing 
down of buildings and repiacing them with 
modern buildings of expensive construction. 
The second plan has not been entirely satis- 
factory. The new buildings are vacant and 
the carrying charges have been greatly in- 
creased. Thetenants of such a street cannot 
afford to pay the rents of a modern building. 


BUILDING TRADES EXHIBITION PLAN 


Exhibits of Material and Devices for Con- 
struction and Decoration of Buildings. 

A special exhibition of building tradés and 
materials will be held at the Institute of 
Building Arts from May 15 to June 2, 1894, 
inclusive, under the management of H. W; 

It will be known as the Chicago 
Building Trades and Material Exhibition and 
will be held in the new permanent addition 
to the Institute of Building Arts, which now 
comprises the larger part of the second floor

65. The exhibition will be supplementary to 
the permanent exhibit of the Institute of Build- 
ing Arts, which has been in existence for 
many years. It will include every device, in- 
vention, and material used ia the construction 
and decoration of buildings, and the accessor- 
ies essential to the comfort and convenience 
of their occupants. These are to be illustrated 
by actual examples and specimens or draw- 
ings and photographs, displayed as desired by 
the exhibiters, subject.to the approval of the 
Trustees of the Institute of Building Arts. 
The object of the exhi¥ition is to encourage 
invention and enterprisé among mechanics, 
manufacturers, and artisans who are con- 
cerned in the erection and equipment of 
buildings. The privilege of exhibiting is 
given not only to manufacturers, manufact- 
urers’ agents or contractors, or the proprie- 
tors of any building material, but the arti- 
sans, mechanics, decorative artists, wrought 
iron workers, and carvers who may desire to 
show specimens of their mechanical or artistic 
skill. The entrance fee of each exhibiter will 
be $5. There will be no other charge and the 
amount of space will be such as may be award- 
ed by the trustees of the institute after formal 
application has been made and the entrance fee 
has been paid. =.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL IMPROVEMENTS,

The Southern Hospital for the Insane is lo. 
cated at Anna, way. down in Egypt. People 
unacquainted with the State of Illinois at 
large are of the opinion that Egypt, as South- 
ern Illinois is. termed, is little better than a 
barren waste. This‘isa great mistake. The 
land down that way is fertile, and great crops 
of corn, wheat, vegetables of every descrip. 
tion, and fruits -are-grown. Anna was quite 
a town when Chicago was in itsinfancy. The 
appropriation for.the Anna institution was 
made iny1860, when $125,000 was granted 
for the purchase of land and the erection of 


buildings. Up to 1892 the asylum had cost | 


the State $1,219,772.07. The site is one of 
the most beautiful in the whole State; 
it affords a diversity of field and 
forest, lawn and pasture, and is 
exceedingly healthy. One grigvous mistake 
was made in the location. The water supply 
is inadequate. No institution of a public 
nature should be constructed anywhere but 
on the banks of some running river, affording 
atall times an ample supply of water. The 
same error was made in the location of the 
asylum at Jacksonville many years before, 
It will probably not be repeated, 

Not until 1873 was the institution at Anna 
practically completed. The Commissioners 


to the time he came to the Anna asylum he 


knew nothing ina specific way regarding the 
care of the insane, but he was willing to learn, 
and today he is well/equipped for the task be- 
fore him. Dr. Lenee is in the prime of life, 
& great, broad-shouldered, broad-minded 
man. He knows the duties of the office he 
holds, and he ig acguitting himself with 
credit, 

The trustees of the institution are John 
Spire of Anna, Albert Sthith of Cairo, and 
Scott Matthews of Tamaroa. Dr. S. C. Hall 
of Gallatin County has charge of the annex 
and Drs. R. M. MeCall and R, A. Gardner 
form the medical staff of the large building. 
About 630 inmates are in the main build- 
ing. They live on four floors in long halls 
and dormitories, connected with each of 
which is a dining-ropm.

Dr. Lence will put twenty-five acres in pota- 
toes this year, having made new ground for 
that purpose. He expects to raise all the po- 
tatoes the institution will use. A good ice 
plant with a gapacity of three tons daily sup- 
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plies the institution with ice, 
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room is kept, in which all the fresh meats are 
stored. The institution is lighted by electrici- 
ty, but it needs new boilers. The ones now 
in use were put in when the  build- 
ing was new and are no longer of 
service. Their draft is poor and it’s a difficult 
task in cold weather to keep the buildings at 
the right temperature. Dr. Lence buys near- 
ly all the supplies for the institution in Chi- 
cago. Hecomes here nearly every week and 
buys clothing, groceries, and everything of 
that sort. Hesays: * I think the people who 
pay the taxes ought to have the trade, and I 
buy everything | possibly can in Illinois mar- 
kets. Everybody is glad tosell a public in- 
stitution, because the State pays promptly for 
what it buys. I buy all my meat—I mean 
fresh meat—here on foot. I buy beeves and 
I have butchers and a slaughter-house and a 
cold storage roomin which to keep them. In 
that way I get all the good meat I want, and I 
think I get it cheaper and better than I could 
by buying it already dressed.”’ 

The Anna Insane Asylum has hogs to sell, 
in addition to the great number required for 
the institution. y are fed on the offal of 
the butcher shops and the tables, and there 
has been sold about $3,000 worth of hogs in 
less than a year. Tho asylum pays $2.68 a 
barrel for flour, and gets groceries for the 
cheapest figure, quality always considered. 
Twenty-two thousand pounds of fresh meat 
dre used in a single month at the Anna 
Asylum. The daily average is 628 pounds, 
and is sometimes even greater than that. 
Four barrels of flour are baked into bread 
every day, and 1,000 pounds of Rio coffee 
each month. The tients prefer coffee to 
tea. and very little of the latter is used in the 
institution. The patients are not in 
good physical condition when received 
at the institution. Many of them 
have been confined in county-houses 
and jails. Their constitutions are 
impaired and the Superintendent believes in 
a nutritious diet. The condition of the pa- 
tients proves conclusively that they are well 
fed. They seem to be unusually strong for 
invalids, confired as they are a good many 
hours each day. Under the supervision of 
attendants they take long walks over the 
country roads, and they couldn’t do this if 
they weren’t well fed. The breakfast con- 
sists of broiled or roast meat, oat meal, an 
abundance of milk, bread, potatoes, coffee, 
and molasses. Asoup of some kind, either 
oyster. beef, bean, or pea, goes with the din-

ner, which comprises roast meat, vegetables, 
and fruit. No meats are served at supper, 
the meal consisting of bread, corn-tneal mush, 
milk, molasses, and tea. Onceeach week pies 
are cerved to the patients with cakes, ginger- 
bread, and hot biscuit. This menu is varied 
according to the season. The cooking is all 
done by steam, and new ranges are being put 
n that the cooking of the meat may be bet- 
ter. 

In acute cases Dr. Lence follows the single 
dose system in the administration of medi- 
cine. ° chronic cases he observes the old 
system of prescriptions in bulk. The physi- 
cians wake the rounds of the patients once 
ortwicea day, talking with attendants 
and the patients. and noting the changes in 
the condition of the inmates. Then they re- 
turn to the and write their prescrip- 
tions. A supervisor takes the medicires to 
the attendants, who administer them to the 
patients.

or her duty by the patient and to devote his 
or her whale time and care to the welfare of 
the patient. I will not tolerate abusive lan- 
guage to a patient, nor will I allow an attend- 
ant to return a blow. An attendant in an in- 
stitution of this character must expect to be 
knocked down once in a while by an 
insane person and will not be permitted to 
return the blow. I will not tolerate striking 
a patient no matter what the provocation is. 
Immediate discharge is the penalty and the 
attendants here all understand it. I do not 
wantto be umderstood as favoring non-re- 
straint. I simply say the straps have been 
used too freely in institutions of this char- 
acter. Restraint is all right under three con- 
ditions: 

‘‘ Pirst—Where the patient destroys his 
clothing. 

‘* Second—Where it is necessary to apply 
splints or plastersto a violent patient or to 
secure remedial effects from some medicine. 

** Third—Where the patient is of a homicid- 
al tendeney. There are no iron cradles here 
and no restraint is used except the endless 
sleeve. ‘The hands of the petients are put in 
this sjeeve and tied in it. Occasionally, where 
patients are weak and infirm, a waist weg / is 
used to tie themin their chairs lest they fall 
out and hurt themselves. I don’t suppose a 
waist strap is used here oncein a month. 
There ought to be a padded room here. There 
is none at present,and I hope the Legis- 
lature will makean appropriation for 
purpose,”’ 

In a good many institutions of this charac- 
ter what is termed the ‘‘cradle”’ has been 
used asa restraint. This device is nothing 
more nor less than an ordinary cradle large 
enough to accommodate an aduit, but over 
the top of itis anarch of iron bars, A _ vio- 
lent patient is put in the cradle and inclosed 
therein by the bars, fastened by a lock, mak- 
ing escape impossible and furnishing a 
restraint. There is but one cradle left at the 
Anna Asyluin. The iron bars have been 
taken from it and it could not be used as a 
restraint under any condition of affairs, As 
above stated, the only restraint used in this 
institution is the ** endless sleeve,’”’ and this 
only applied under the direction and super- 
vision of the Superintendent himself. A 
record is kept of all restraints, in accordance 
with the law on the subject. The record is 
oven for public inspection and shows the 
name of the patient, the duration of the 
restraint, and its appliances. There should 
be, as Dr. Lence suggests, padded rooms for 
some of the more violent. These obtain in 
many of the European hospitals for the in- 
sane as well as in many of the State institu. 
tions in this country. 

Dr. Lence says he receives a great many 
patients in bad physical condition. They are 
weakened by confinement in county jails, or, 
worse yet, county houses, where they receive 
little or no care. They are restrained of their 
liberty in the most cruel manner in many 
cases and bruise and batter themselves while 
locked up. They are brought to the asylunis 
under duress; in many cases they are ironed, 
and only the other day there was received a 
patient who was handcuffed and shackled, 
brought by a Sheriff who had in his hip 
pocket a large loaded revolver. The patient 
was greatly excited and apparently without 
gieam of reason. 

** You must look out tor this man,” said the 
Sheriff, **he is exceedingly violent and will 
hurt you.” 

‘* What are you doing with that pistol?’’ in- 
quired Dr. Lence. - : c 

‘**O, I brought it along for protection,” re- 
plied the Sheriff. 

Dr. Lence caused the irons to be taken off 
his patient, had him bathed, clad in clean 
warm clothing, and in four days’ time the 
man was out in the yard carrying water and 
doing little errands. It is pitiable to see the 
patients when reason is restored to them, 
even ina partial way. Sometimes lucid in- 
tervals return after five or six days. The 
patient suddenly awakens, as if from a dream, 
and inquires where he is, and how he came 
there, and who brought him. Then the 
patient realizes the fact that he is in an 


asylum and deprived of his liberty. The at- 
tendants are instructed to watch carefully for 
the return of reason in the patient and to 
give immediate personal notification when 
such symptoms are noted. Then the Superin- 
tendent goes to the patient or sends for him 
and endeavors to quiet the inmate. He tells 
the inmate that the object of the institution is 
to restore him to his normal condition. Then 
comes the question: 

‘When can I go home? I want to go 
home.” Dr. Lence says this is the one thing 
patients are always talking about, they want 
toget home. He tells the patient “if you 
continue to improve you can go home.”’ But 
he does not stop with that. He fixes a spe- 
cific time, a given date, and he assures the 
patient that on that day if he continues to get 

tter he can return to his friends: Patients 
rémember this, Dr. Lence says, and he al- 
ways keeps his word. If they improve they 
go home he day he names. This method 
of procedure ‘facilitates recoveries and fur- 
nishes an incentive to the patients to take the 
medicines that are prescribed for them and 
assist in the work of recovery. 

The gross cost per capita for the quarter 
ending June 30,-"i893, was. $33.48 per 
patient, the net cost, $29.584. For the quar- 
ter ending September; 1893, the gross cost 
was $34.893, net $28.357, the lowest in the 
history of the institaton. For the quarter 
ending Dec. 31, 1893, the gross cost 
was $38.349, the net, $36.189. For the 


quarter ending March 81, 1894, the gross 


cost was $33.97, the net, $29.26 

It must be remembered that owing to lack 
of railroad facilities the cost of maintaining 
the Anna irstitution is quite large. All the 
supplies, including coal, must be hauled from 
the town to the institution, involving a heavy 
cost. The line of the Illinois Central is about 
a mile from the institation, and a switch 
should be constructed to the institution. It 
would be necessary to acquire a right of way 
through a quarter of a mile of ground not 
owned by the State, which could be done ata 
t cost. Dr. Lence hopes the next General

“Should the amendment carry, the effect 
upon public affairs will be beneficial, though 
it will by no means usherin the era of po- 
litical parity and faultless government ap- 
perenty looked for by the most ardent advo- 
cates of equal suffrage. While woman’s mix- 
ing in political campaigns and balloting will 
tend toward lessening man’s tender regard 
and chivalrous respect for her it will come 
far short of leading to the feelings of con- 
tempt, the coarse disrespect so warmly pre- 
dicted by ultra opponents of equal suffrage, 
nor will partisan animosities work wide havoc 
in the home or the social circle. Equal suf- 
frage is inevitable, not only in Kansas but 
coextensive with popular government, and 
will rank as one of the great steps in the 
progress of popular government; but the 
weaknesses, the conservatism, the natural 
impulses, the adaptability of human nature 
will combine to make it a disappointment to 
extremists upon either hand.’ 


NEGLECTED BABIES A MERE MYTH, 


Mrs. Annie L. Diggs’ Keen Statement of Un- 
fulfilled Prophecies. 

Mrs. Annie L. Diggs, who has been a Popu- 
list from the start and is credited with being 
one of the greatest factors in effecting the de- 
feat of Senator Ingalls, declares her belief in 
woman suffrage. 

“Woman suffrage,’ remarks Mrs. Diggs, 
‘* has been fairly and fully. tested in Kansas. 
For seven years Kansas women have had the 
municipal ballot. The manner in which they 
have used their political privileges and the 
effect thereof have utterly demolished the 
old stock of objections to woman’s enfran- 
chisement. Facts have met adverse theories 
and shown them no quarter, Senator In- 

alls croaked dismally in presuffrage days. 
Vomen, said he, will be jeered and jostled at 
the polls. Chivalry will perish for want of 
exercise. Whilom polite gentlemen will 
sit doggedly in street cars with a 
hard, you-women-may-stand-now-you-vote ex- 
pression upon their faces. Neglected babies, 
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forlorn papas with bottles of soothing sirup, 
cold victuals, buttonless trousers, undarned 
socks, general wreckage of home, universal 
nightmare and chaos—all these direful 
things did our statesman not then out of a 
job foresee and solemnly tell as a result of 
women’s balloting. Unfulfilled prophecy. 
Dead theory now, all this stuff. Women 
voted. The rowdy, riotous voting-places be- 
came fit for civilized, self-respecting men to 
approach. The “ fifty-foot law” forbade the 
briber and corrupter to crowd the space where 
women went to vote. Men, especial- 
ly candidates, arose in street cars 
with much alacrity, and with an I-won- 
der-for-whom-she-will-vote expression on 
their chivalric countenances and begged woin- 
en to be seated. Women had somehow ac- 
quired the habit of loving their babies, of 
sewing on buttons, of darning socks—and 
habit is strong. Tho Ingalls prophecies are 
out of a job. There are still homes in Kan- 
sas, though a few of them are mortgaged ; 
not, however, by reasons -of conditions 
brought on by women’s vote. 

**The Kansas facts in the case show that 
women care less for party than do men. At 
Topeka Republican women once voted for ‘a 
Democratic Mayor. He was a good man; 
that year the Republican was not. The Repub. 
lican was defeated. Three years ago Il stood 
on the opera-house stage, where the dismal 
Kansas Senator had lifted up bis voice im- 
ploring women noi to break out of their 
natural sphere, and ratified the election of his 
successor. Right is not forever on the scaf- 
fold; sooner or later wrong tumbles off the 
throne. Every Kansan in Congress save 
Senator Martin favors this forward step 
toward a better civilization. The Democratic 
State platform, if there shall be one, will op- 
pose the suffrage amendment, though there 
is much favorable sentiment among individ- 
ual Democrats. The Populists and Repub- 
licans may or may not give platform utter- 
ance: should they not it will be no indication 
of disfavor, as the sentiment is strong in both 
parties. Weconfidently expect the amend- 
ment-to carry.

“GLOBE” MAN IS AGAINST IT, 
E4 Howe, the Humorist of Atchison, States 
His Hostile Grounds. 

E. W. Howe, editor of the Atchison Globe, 
takesa view of the situation that is not hope- 
ful. He does not believe women: want to 
vote: 

‘‘There has been,’ Mr. Howe says. ‘‘a 
steady decline in municipal suffrage in Atchi- 
son since it wasadopted. Very few women of 
the better class vote. A good many negro 
women do who are drummed up by their pas- 
tors, the pastors being drummed up by 
the politicians. Occasionally there is an 
unusual excitement which induces a few 
of the better class women. to vote, but this is 
rare. There are certain women, worthy asa 
rule, who always vote and agitate the qués- 
tion, but the number is small. But usually 
they are not popular, either with the public 


or their husbands. : 
‘‘Tam opposed,”’-he continues, “to equal 
suffrage because I do not believe the women 
want to vote. If it could be known certainly 
that the women did want to vote, I should 
have no objections whatever. It seems to me 
that equal suffrage simply adds another tur- 
moii to local politics, without any good _ re- 
sult. : : 
“‘The Republicans may favor suffrage in 
their platform asa policy measure. It is well 
known that while the Republicans have 
favored prohibition in their platforms, they 
do not indorse it. Ido not believe the amend- 


ment will carry.” 
WOMEN WILL FAVOR REPUBLICANS. 


So Thinks Judge Solon O. Thacher, One of 
of the Party’s Bulwarks. 

One of the bulwarks of Kansas Republican- 
ism is Judge Solon O. Thather of Lawrence, 
His citizenship goes back to ‘“ free State”’ 
days and in the subsequent development of 
the State he has borne a large part. 

‘*I do not believe the woman suffrage ques. 
tion will be passed on,”’ he says, either way in 
the Republican platform.

-ON THE DEMOCRATIC SIDE. 


David Overmeyer Says His Party Will 
Oppose Suffrage. 

The accepted leader of ‘what there is left of 
Kansas Democracy is the Hon. David Over- 
myer, a brilliant lawyer of Topeka. As he 
can have his party’s nomination for Governor 
his analysis of the situation is important. 
‘*'The Republicans,” he says ‘* will evade the 
woman suffrage issue. They will flatter and 
compliment the women. They will tell them 
they are for woman suffrage, but that it would 
injure the cause to have it indorsed by the 
party as a party. 

“The Populist politicians will attempt the 
Republican dodge. But the howling dervish, 
singing pilgrim, ‘Sword of the Lord and of 
Gideon’ element, which furnishes the real 
virility of the party, will favor it, while the 
woman politicians, who supply most of the 
hysteria and extravaganza of the party. will 
defy the managers to slight them. Popu- 
list convention will most certainly indorse 
female suffrage. 

“The Prohibitionists will indorse woman 
suffrage unequivocally. That party gets its 
inspiration from the politically ambitious por- 
tion of the clergy (a powerfu! body, increas- 
ing in power and in political aspiration just in 
proportion as religious faith declines among 
the people). Its aim)is God in the Constitu- 
tion, Christ in the State, ecclesiastical domi- 
nation.and the exclusive control of religionists 
in secular affairs. It expects to attain these 
ends through the female vote by a dexterous 
manipulation of the emotional and devotional 
nature of women. 

** The Democratic party will oppose woman 
suffrage. First, because to bestow’ suffra 
upon women would not be to confer a right 
but to impose a burden. Second, because the 
best women of the State do not want to vote, 
and few others do, except as they are dra- 
gooned into it by the professional agitators, 
who gratify their vanity and love of notoriet 
by posing as ‘pioneers in the cause.’ Third, 
because the claim that women are 
not represented in the government 
through the votes of the men. is false. 
No good woman who respects her husband 
will claim that he is either incapable or un- 
worthy to represent her interests; and as to 
unmarried women, if they cannot trust their 
fathers and brothers and men in general, who 
can trust these women? Fourth, because 
woman suffrage would not be ‘equal) suf- 
frege,’ but would be grossly unequal. Men 
always baveand always must carry on the 
great work and affairs of the world, because 
they are men and can. Around these the 
laws cluster. So that man is touched 


‘by the law ninety-nine times where woman is 


touched once; and the law never touches 
woman except with tenderness and partiality. 
To add to the electorate a body numerically 
its equal but affected by the direct operation 
of the laws only in the ratio of one to 100, as 
compared to it, would be flagrantly unequal 
suffrage. Fifth, fora hundred reasons | per- 
taining to woman, which ail sensible ple 
know, and which neéd not be mentioned. And 
these not sentimental but scientific, anatom- 
ical, hygienie, and practical.” 


ASKS VOTE AS A NATURAL RIGHT. 


Mrs. Bina A, Otis Finds Fundamental 
Basis for Her Demands, 

When Mrs. Bina A. Otis writes letters she 
uses envelopes that are aimed to push along 
the propaganda. They are inscribed with 
such legends as this: ‘* The ballot-box is the 
pulse of the body politic and all should be 
represented.” Mrs. Otis is President of thd 
Woman's Progressive Political League. There 
is no mistaking her position on. the question. 

‘I feel assured,’’ says Mrs. Otis, ‘“‘of the 
success of the amendment at the ballot-box at 
our next general election in November, It is 
but-acceding to a natural right under our re- 
publican form of government already too 
long deferred. 

‘It is generally conceded that the Demo- 
cratic party as an organization will come out 
decidedly against the amendment, although 
many of the rank and file of the rty will 
vote for it. The politicians and cilccettibats 
of all parties are opposed to suffrage planks 
in the political platforms, and many of them 
will vote against the amendment. The brave, 
common people, who compose the mass of 
voters and who have no selfish interests to 
promote, stand almost as a unit on this vital 
question and will most heartily indorse suf- 
frage planks. 

‘The women of both te Populist and Re 
publican parties are urgent and determined in 
their request for the planks, and I firmly be- 
lieve that if only one of the parties insert the 
suffrage plank that party will gain political 
advantage over the other in the future. Suf- 
frage plauks will greatly aid us in our work 
for the amendment by securi favorable 
mention from the various candidates in the 
political campaigns. 

‘+ In tha event of the success of the amend- 
ment as to its effect on the State politically 
and socially, the best answer that I can give 
to this question is to refer you to the concur- 
rent resolution passed by the Legislature of 
Wyoming, and which I believe is one of the 
strongest arguments for equal suffrage. It 
says that ‘the possession and exercise of suf- 
frage by the women of that State has done 
great good in many ways; that it bas largely 
aided in banishing crime, pauperism, and 
vice from the State; has secured peaceful and 
orderly elections, nat one county has a poor- 
house, the jails are almost empty, and crime, 
exceptthat committed by strangers, almost 
unknown.’ This is the testimony of both 
Houses of the State Legislature of Wyoming, 
where equal suffrage has been tried for more 
than a'quarter ofacentury. The effect will 
be to awaken into new life the moral forces 
of our people and pave the way fora higher 
and grander civilization, to speed on the in- 
dustrial movement of the age, and make no- 
bler men and women and appier homes in 
this great American Republic.’ 


SENATOR SCOTT EXPECTS VICTORY, 


When the Amendment Carries He Believes 
Republicans Will Prosper. 

The Hon. Charles F. Scott, editor of the 
lola Register, believes the amendment will 
carry and that its effect will be beneficial to 
the Republican party, inasmuch as the addi- 
tion of moral and intelligent citizens to the 
voting population is always a gain to that 
party.

showing of polished and ornamental stones in 
the world. - 

Under the head of structural and dynamical 
geology are exhibited volcanic and cave prod- 
ucts, clay stones, and septeria or fossil turtles 
which have been cut and beautifully polished. 
In one room ‘towersa natural column from 
the Giant’s Causeway. In another, given 
over to systematic mineralogy, are great 
cases of native gems and a-magnificent col- 
lection of crystals. Then there are agates, 
crystallized gypsum from Utah, amethysts, 
and a bewildering display of everything else 
that can come under the department head. 
The display of meteorites is exhaustive, The 
largest stone of meteoric origin is. shown, as 
is also one that fell in the historic year 1492. 
Yhere are reoms in the geological section 
given over to laboratory, office, and library 
uses. 

In the rooms that form a connecting link 
between the pavilion and the hallway leading 
to the main building are relief maps show: 
the geographic distribution of geologi sal 
strata. 

Paleontology will confront the visitor on 
entering the first room of the main building 
as he progresses with his inspection. Even if 
the names s er him he will find plen- 
ty in the epartment ~ of interest, 
Great numbers of fossils are _ there 
of creatures that were on the earth 
prior to man’s advent, There are but few 
casts, most of the objects being original. An 
enormuus megatheriu.n cuvieri, as hideous as 
it is big. grasps the top ofa tall tree trunk 
while its hind legs rest upon the ground. 
There are the juws of a fossil shark set with 
the original teeth and bg enough to take in 
four men at once. Other objects are the Irish 
elk. an enormous turtle, mammoth tusks, and 
hundreds of smaller fossils.

Then the development 
of torestry is shown Gy a cross section of one 
of the enormous redwpod trees of California, 
a tree that was nearly six feet in diaineter the 
year that Columbus landed on the Island 
of San Salvador. The introduction of 
animal life. comes nex*, a mastodon, 
a mammoth, and a whale following in order. 
The mammoth is a replica of the one found 
some years since in Siberia, the flesh of which 
haa been so well preserved by the ice that the 
dogs of the 9 pete ape party ate of it, The 
mammoth is of suc ot yt size that its dimen- 
sions are not dwarfed by the hali in which it 
isshown. Geology.is typified by two glacial 
rocks 9g eng beneath the whale. Passing 
through the Columbian rotunda once more 
and entering the East Court we find in the ab- 
jects there a lesson in the progress of civiliza- 
tion. A North American Indian slaying 
a buffalo flanks the display. The beginning 
of communication between man and man is 
shown by a gruup of canoes ranging from the 
crudest cavage craft to the highest type of 
oar-propelied boat—the gondola. A gigantic 
statue of Vulcan towers est beyond the ¢a- 
noes.

There are 
butterflies'from all over the world, in number 
about 5,000 specimens, and in beauty inde- 
scribable. The bird room will prove a delight 
for the ornithologist. -Two thousand species 
are represented. There are eggs in sets with- 
out number. Nearly all the 5 nee main- 
mals are shown in one long hall. They ate 
in family groups. Wall cases are filled with 
animal skeletons. 

The food tishes are shown by casts, and one 
entire room is given over to the land fauna of 
the Gallapagos Islands, 


Studying Man and His Works. 


Asthropblogy, man and his works, is neces- 
sarily one of the greatest departments of the 
museum. Itisa magnificent collection and 
gives one material for the study of a life time, 

the space at command one can do but little 
more than state the numes of a few articles to 
wivean idea of the objects in each room in 
their order. In oneapartment isshown every 
aid to religious observance of both ‘heathen 
and Christian nations, from a roughly carved 
idol to a crucifix. Room after room is 
given up to showing the customs of the 
savage, barbarous, and half-civilized peoples 


the Esquimaux, their sleds, their implements 
of the chase, their houses, and their clothing. 
The North American Indian display is ex- 
haustive ang many rooms are filled with ob- 
jects which show the customs and the manner 
of life of the different tribes of the aboriginal 
American., All the Indian work, from that of 
the Apache on the south to that of the Alas- 
kan on the north, is made the subject of illus- 
tration. There are pipes, beadwork, baskets, 
pottery, clothing, weapons, moccasins, war 
bonnets, and even tepees in endless profusion. 
All of this display, however, is carefully ar- 
ranged and divided by tribes. re are 
great casewfillied with bear-dancing costumes 
and hideous masks worn by the Indians of the 
n Pacific coast. All of these displays 
panied by the life-size figures of 
themselves, male and female.

Is a Museum in Itself. 


The Industrial Arte ment forms a 
great museum in itself. It has been arranged 
under the personal supervision of Director J. 
E.. Watkins. The display occupies many 
rooms. In the ceramic display are to be seen 
the great royal blue porcelain vases from the 
German exhibit, The value of these vases is 
$20,000, Japan, Sweden, Italy, Eng 

Bohemia haveall contributed pieces of 
ceramic art. 

The textile industry is shown from its be- 
ey to the perfected silk loom of today. 

e old, and curios, the Tiffany collection 
of jewels, and a greatdisplay of East Indian 
jewelry are part of Director Watkins’ charge. 
‘In the same department are to be found every- 
thing that pertains to the fishing and animal 
industries, to ‘which are given up several of 
the rooms. 

The interesting and valuable display that 
was shown in the Convent of La Rabida 
during the Fair has been transferred to the 
museum and occupiestwo rooms and the 
long hall connecting them at the left of the 
visitor as he enters the north court from with- 
out. Methods and means of transportation 
other than those of the railway are shown in a 
long series of human figures, of boats, of car- 
riages, carts, litters, and curious conveyances 
ofall nations. Beasts of burden are shown, 
as are also the human burden-bearers of all 
nations. 

Among the Engines. 

6 The Museum of the World’s Rail Way ” 
occupies the east pavilion of the buildir 
Maj. J. G. gon gy has arranged his exhib- - 
it, much of which is cumbersome, with a 


strict separd for development. In the ro- 
tunda the pavilion is shown the emblemat- 
ic figure of the railway, a woman riding ona 
ilot with a perfect model of a locomotive in 
erarm. Round the walls of the rotunda are 
figures of Scott, Vanderbilt, and Garrett, 
while in their company is a brake- 
man with his hands grasping a brake. 
One room contains the exhibit presented 
by the Pennsylvania railroad. It is 
only possible to name in order of develov- 
ment the locomotives shown in this section of 
the museum. The first idea of propulsion 
on land by steam is shown by a replica 
of Newton’s engine of 1680. Cugnot’s en- 
gine made to draw cannon, and which 
actually worked, is next shown. Thé Mur. 
‘dock follows. This engine was responsible 
for the first Reope ulsion on land in England, 
Then comes the Nathan Read engine, which 
holds the same honor for America. The 
Trevithick, date 1800, stands next. It was the 
first locomotive that ever ran on rails. The 
original cars and the original track are shown 
with the reproduction of this engine. Then 
in succession come the Evans, 1804; the 
Brunton, 1812; the Hedley, which first dem- 
onstrated the possibility of making progress 
with smooth wheels on smooth Tails ; the 
Blenkindgop, the ‘Puffing Billy,’’ and the 
Biucher,1814,which was Geseas Stephenson's 
first locumotive, come in the order named. 
The first locomotive with a multitubular 
boiler, the inventaon of Seguin of France, 
comes just before the Howard, which was 
the first locomotive for which a patent 
was issued in America. Other engines are 
Peter Cooper’s Tom Thumb, Stourbridge’s 


Lion, Stephenson’s Rocket, Hackworth’s Sans-_ 


areil, and Ericson’s Novelty. The Best 
‘riend is also shown. This was the firat loco- 
motive builtin America for actual service. 
George*Stephenson’s Mercury is reproduced. 
It was the father of the English type of en- 
gine. There are a dozen or tifteen other cele. 
brated engines shown, many of them being 
the original machines, while all are working 
reproductions. Among the original engines 
are the Pioneer, which was the first locomo- 
tive torun west of Chicago, and the Balti- 
Ohio engine No. 600, which was 
built for exhibition at the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial. 

The museum’s botanical display occupies 
the galleries of the building. 

There is only an intimation in what has 
just been written of the treasures that this 
Jackson Park storehouse holds. One must 
see for himself, but he must not think that he 
can see all in one day, in one month, or even 
in one year. 


THE GALLANT COLONEL WAS CAPTURED. 


One of Bob Ingersoll’s Experiences During 
the Civil War. 


Col. Robert G. Ingersoll lecturéd recently 
in Memphis on ‘‘Shakspeare.’’ After the 
lecture he attended a reception given in his 
honor by Col, and Mrs. William R. Moore, 
Of the guests that were presented to him he 
regarded one with an eye of vague recogni- 
tion. *‘Surely I have seen you somewhere 
before,” said the Colonel. 

‘* Was it about thirty years ago?’’ asked the 
other. ‘‘ That is to say, in December, 
18638?’’ 

‘* T have reason toremember that month,”’ 
said Col. Ingetsoll. ‘ It was then thatI was 
captured by the Confederates.”’ 

‘* And so have I,” replied the guest, “ for 
it was then that I had the honor of capturing 
a certain Federal Colonel. Don’t you re- 
member Maj. G. V. Kambaut of Gen. For- 
rest’s command?”’ 

The Colonel did remember, and the two ex- 
warriors sought a corner and recalled the de- 
tails of the event. Col. Ingersoll, in com- 
mand of an Illinois regiment of cavalry, had 
undertaken to prevent a large force of For- 
rest’s men from crossing a certain deep 
stream. Leaving the greater part of his com- 
mand to destroy a bridge Ingersoll moved 
up one side of the stream with a few men 
and a field-piece in order to annoy the Con- 
federates on the other side before the latter 
could reach the bridge, But Forrest got to 
the bridge, crossed it, and by superior num- 
bers routed its defenders. ‘Then he proceeded 
after Ingersoll. The Union Colonel was un- 
horsed while leaping a fence, and the enemy 
was on him ere he could rise. Immediately 
after the capture of Ingersoll Gen. Forrest 
rode up. \. 

‘**Who’s in command of those troops? 
cried Forrest, pointing toward the flying Illi- 


nois cavalrymer. 
“I don’t know,” replied Ingersoil, jocu- 


larl 
“Who was in command?”’ amended the 


General, 

* If you’ll keep the secret,”’ said Ingersoll, 
coolly, ‘I'll tell you. I was.” 

Col. Ingersoll’s good humor pleased For- 
-test, who treated him well and eventually re-

THE STUFFED REGISTRY LISTS, 

A man who has been canvassing for the 
school census, which is beng taken now, 
gives some interesting facts to a city paper. 
One of the districts assigned to him was 
bounded by Sixteenth, Eighteenth, Wabash, 
and Clark. This is in the Second Ward. 
When his work was nearly finished he com- 
pared it with the revised poll lists for the 
same district. To his astonishment he found 
on them the names of 167 persons put down 
as living at houses he had visited while mak- 
ing his canvass, but who were not living there 
at that time, though if the poll lists were cor- 
rect they were living there just prior to the 
April election. 

Having canvassed another district bounded 
by Wabash, Clark, Twenty-first, and Twenty- 
second, also in the Second Ward, he had the 
curiosity to compare that with the poll list. 
He had found in the precinct 746 males 
mostly adulte. The poll list had on it the 
names of 444 voters, only 286 of whom at 
the time the school census was taken were liv- 
ing in the houses to which they were credited. 
In less than three weeks 158 of them or 
nearly 40 per cent had disappeared. 

The canvasser is good-natured enough to 
say that he thinks the 335 missing voters 
were bona fide residents of the ward at the 
time they were registered, have moved since 
then, and that it is no fault of theirs that 
their names are still on the lists. This char- 
itable view of the case will not be taken by 
those who are familiar with Democratic elec- 
tion methods. - The canvass made prior 
to the last election by a commit- 
tee of . Second. Ward citizens showed 
there were about a thousand names ille- 
gaily on the registry books, most of them 
placed there for the purpose of electing the 
South Town Democratic ticket. The school 
census canvass confirms the correctness of 
the statements of the committee. Inone pre- 
cinct and in the western and worst half of 
two others about 800 names were’ unearthed 
which would not have been on the revised 
‘poll list had the election clerks done their 
duty as thoroughly as the » School Board em- 
ployé did his. 

How are such frauds as these to be prevent- 

ed? Itis practically impossible for a grand 
jur,: to deal with them. The men who have 
registered and voted illegally have moved and 
can~ ot be fovnd, Often there will be moral 
provf of itlegal registration, but the legal 
pevoi may Ve lacking. It will be difficult to 
prove that election clerks were criminally 
careless, though it may be apparent that they 
were so. The grand jury would have to sit 
for months to make any impression on the 
vast mass of illegal registration in the city. 

The way to stop it is to have competent 
clerks. To secure them there must be ef- 
ficient, trustworthy Election Commissioners. 
To get them there must be a County Judge 
who will not select as Commissioners such 
men as those now in office. If the Repub- 
licans will elect a good Judge this fall he will 
appoint Commissioners who next spring will 
choose judges and clerks whom politicians 
cannot influence and money cannot bribe. 
Then there will be an honest registration and 
election. 

There are registration fraudsin the tough 


ter ones. Gangs of repeaters wander from 
ward to wardand division to division and 
vote on bogus ndmes, It isnot the fault of 
the law that they are enabled to do so, but of 
the administration of the iaw, There will be 
no improvement in administration until the 
present officeholders are cleaned out from 
top to bottom.

THE LATEST UTOPIA, 

Dreams of a perfect social order have, in 
all ages, been a favorite employment of the 
human mind. The name Utopia has been 
adopted into the language to express this 
longing of mankind for an ideal state, where 
every man shall be as good as another, or 
even, as the Irishman added, ‘‘a little bet 
ter.” Some of these dreams have been mere- 
ly potential—social romances, like ‘‘ Looking 
Backward’’ or *“*Casar’s Column’’; others 
have been actual—practical experiments like 
Brook Farm and the various Fourieristic 
communities. The singular spectacle of no 
less than fourteen armies, enrolling nearly 
five thousand men, with their cry of 
“On to Washington,” is one of the 
latest and most grotesque manifestations 
of this definite and universal tendency 
of the human mind to construct ideal 
conditions.. It is idle to deride the tendency ; 
but we may well deride any movement which, 
as in the present case, sets out on a basis 
which thé whole social history* of humanity 
has shown to be disastrous to its best in- 
terests. | 

The implication underlying the marches of 
these ‘industrial armies” is that the Govern- 
ment of the United States is a paternal one, 
whose duty it is to find profitable work for 
all the people. Granting this, we should be 
forced to grant also the paterpal character of 
government in all its relations. No one can 
tinker or amend human conditions hopefully 
who does not comprehend the teachings of 
the past. Whoever advocates the paternal 
tunctions of government is bound to consider 
what has been always the outcome of 
such a policy. - Paternalism did its work 
for good and for evil, but at its 
climax proved to be a 
a block on progress. It assumed the posses. 
sion of the land, and gave it away by charters 
to the church and secular favorites. Owning 
all property it undertook to control all pro- 
duction. It decreed what crops should be 
raised and to what market they should be 
taken. It forbade free. thought and free 
speech. It denied-the hatural judgment of 
individual conscience and -the obiigations of 
man to man, except as decided by thé Su. 
preme Papa or Pope. The largest freedom 
under paternalism was that in Greece, where 
each man -was held to be the property of the

Utopian schemes is| that it ignores the ten 
thousand social forces now operating to bet- 
ter the condition of mankind, and seeks to ap- 
ply once more the old lever which has in the 
past worked so disastrously for the best and 
highest in the inafvidual. 

The truth is that the law of society is the 
pame as the law of nature—the survival of the 
fittest. Living, under any and all conditions, 
is a struggle for existence, and some of the 
conditions for survival are economy, virtue, 
industry, ‘knowledge, and) inherited force. 
What is needed is not more benefits from 
some superior power, whether in the way 
of land; or work, or money, but more 
enlightenment as to the causes of success oF 
failure, more willingness to adopt the means 
which alone lead to prosperity, more compre- 
hension of the solemn fact that for all pur- 
poses of increase, safety, order, harmony, and 
virtue society is a moral unit and progresses 
in proportion as all its members hang to- 
gether, each submitting himself to the fitting 
and training requisite to bear his part in the 
common burden which none ‘can escape. 


MAKE THEM PAY org THEIR PRIV- 
ILEGE 

The Mayor announces oe he will insist on 
an amendment to the North and West Side 
trolley ordinance, requiring the companies to 
contribute considerable sums toward the ele- 
vation of steam railroad tracks in the North 
and West Divisions. Some of the tracks now 
on the surface will be elevated in time and 
the street railway companies will be bene- 
fited greatly thereby. It is proper that they 
should pay something towards an improve- 
ment which will enable them to operate their 
roads more rapidly and more safely. 

It is the desire of the Mayor also that the 
companies should pay the city not less than 

25,000 yearly to be used in the extension-of 
its electric light system. The companies say 
they are willing to light the streets occupied 
by them within a mile of the City Hall. But 
most of that territory is already lighted by 
the city and for it to take up its lamps and 
remove them to sections not lighted now 
would cost $70,000 while the city has not a 
cent to spare. 

These amendments are vital. If the Coun- 
cil does not adopt them it is because,that 
body is more mindful of the wishes of the 
street railroad companies than of the interests 
of the city and the welfare of the people. 
The passage of this trolley ordinance was not 
calculated to inspire the people with confi- 
dence in the Council. Its passage over a 
veto and the refusal of the Aldermen to adopt 
the excellent amendments which will be sub- 
mitted by the Mayor would convince Chica- 
goans that somé of the Aldermen were cor- 
rupt while others were imbecile. 

The Aldermen ought to understand that the 
companies can afford to pay well for the 
profitable privileges they are asking for. Of 
course they will not pay for them if they can 
get them for nuthing. Neither corporations 
nor men will pay fora thing what it is worth 
if they can get it for less. The North Side 
company asked for| the La Salle street tunnel 
and said it was willing to light it and keep it 
clean if granted its use. 
ford todo no more, But Tus Trrsuns said 
that was not enough and compelled the com- 
pany to give the city two new bridges. If the 
Council insists on compensation for these 
new grants it will getit. If it does nof insist 
it might as well say frankly that ft is the 
pliant tool of ‘these avaricious monopolies. 


TOM REED ON THE PRESENT SITUATION. 

The ex-Speaker—who will be plain Mr. 
Speaker two years hence—was at the banquet 
given by the Americus cjubof Pittsburg on 


and heart, and force.”” He began by recalling 
the last time he had addressed the club, Then 
‘ peace and. prosperity dwelt in the land. At 
that time said he— : 

So firmly rooted seemed our prosperity that all 
our citizens thought it beyond the reach of heat 
and cold and all changes of sun and weather, 
and most men felt that it was beyond the touch 
of even human folly, It seemed to be beyond 
laws and beyond politics, something inherent in 
the constitution of things, something to be cal- 
culated upon with unerring certainty like the 
rise of the sun and the regular motion of the 
planets and the eternal stars. Not even the bit- 
terness of party invectives or the fear engen- 
dered by party prejudice yentured to predict as 
the concomitant of Democratic success anything 
but a lessened volume of trade ora slight shock 
of temporary uncertainty, which would perhaps 
soon,be over, and certainly would be endurable 
for a brief season, 

But that prosperity which had seemed as sta- 
ble as the fixed stars had vanished, and worst 
of all the people, who had found out their mis- 
take—‘ the mistake of the most thoughtless 
day in American history’’ when the present 
Congress and Executive were chosen “to pre- 
side over the unhappy destinies of the people 
of the United States "’°—were unable to reach 
their own instruments and to compel the ful- 
fillment of their own will. In spite of the re- 
cent declarations of the voters, said Mr. Reed, 
these Congressmen, ‘‘ creatures of the people, 

n sullen defiance of their creator, keep on 
their-work of ruin without stop or stay.” 

On the present unfortunate condition of the 
country Mr. Reed did not dwell at length: 
His life as a Republican had been passed ‘in 
choosing fitting words to describe prosperity 
and success, and not in making lamentations 
of sorrow and despair.’’ . He explained, how- 
ever, the cause of the mistake which had 
brought about that/condition. Said he: 

During the last thirty years we did have oné 
menace to our prosperity, and that was the polit: 
ical attitude of the workingmen themselves 
toward the employers. It used to seem strange 
to me as I went through such States as Connecti: 
cut—a swarming hive of industry dependent for 
its very existence upon the tariff and the system 
of protection—to know that in spite of facts which 
seemed as clear as the sun at noonday that State 
would go Democratic, and that, too, by the very 
cones which were most of all dependent upon the 
tari 

Yet it was not really strange. Human nature 
is the same everywhere. Aschoolboy ought to be 
in love with his scho>lmaster, but never is, A 
Congressman ought to be polite to his Speaker 
and his Speaker to him, but it is not so always. 
So perhaps a workman ought to like his em- 
ployer, but the truth is that when you are fight- 
ing.a man on one subject, and that subject as im- 
portant as wages, it is only too natutal to suspect 
him on all other things. If he wants a tariff it is 
natural to think he may want it for his own pur- 
poses alone. 

But Mr. Reed does not think the mistake 
will be repeated. One consolation which he 
finds in the present: distress is that the work- 
ingmen will learn that “ before they begin

NO AMERICAN IMMORTALS WANTED. 

The bills recentiy introduced in Congress, 
fathered by Gen. Lew Wallace and chaper- 
oned by Gen. Black, providing for a national 
academy of twenty-five immortals, five per- 
sons to be selected by Congress who shall 
elect the other twenty, expose an extraor- 
dinary condition of affairs in the United 
States, since the people entitled to rank as 
immortals are dead, witha few exceptions. As 
a matter of fact the United States has not pro- 
duced twenty-five immortais in “ litera- 
ture, science, fine arts, and invention.” 
In literature the immortals, that is, 
the New $Ergiand school of i poets, 
are dead, excepting Holmes, and in addition 
Walt Whitman, Edgar A. Poe, James Russell 
Lowell, Washington Irving,’ and J. Fenimore 
Cooper, the only other 1mmortals in literature, 
are also dead. Science has also lost Louis 
Agassiz and Spencer F. Baird, leaving only 
Cope as the successor of Darwin. Invention 
has been deprived of Fulton and Franklin, 
leaving only Bell and Edison as immortal 
names, The fine arts have not produced an 
immortal representative in this country and 
have no place in the list. 

If Gen. Lew Wallace, who drew one of 
these bills, wants an academy for himself he 
ought to get the State Legislature of Indiana 
to establish one for his benefit. What Con- 
gress should establish is something resem- 
bling Westminster, in which to erect tablets 
to the few noted men this country has pro- 
duced in literature, science, invention, 
humanitarianism, and statesmanship. The 
idea that there are twenty-five men liv- 
ing in the United States today, or on earth, 
who deserve to be called immortais is too pre- 
posterous to consider for a moment. It is 
with the greatest difficulty that the enlightened 
mind of today has gathered the names of 
thirteen immortal poets, the sum total of 
6,000 years. 

The French academy of forty immortals 
is unknown to the world. No one wishout 
consulting the catalogue could mention the 
names of the members or any considerable, 
number of them. Almost the only living im- 
mortal of France, Zola, has been persistently 
barred out of this academy, which presents a 
warning against establishing anything so 
commonplace in the United States. Apart 
from these considerations the proposed bill is 
thoroughly un-American. This country is 
not producing immortals ‘but mortals, and 
any one mortalis as good as any other mor- 
talas long as he lives. After the mortals 
are dead they do not need an academy, 
they are living to single 
out twenty-five of them and organize them as 
immortals would be to create a privileged 
class of no more dignity or usefulness than 
Ward MacAllister’s Four Hundred. In this 
wideawake, active, bustling, democratic 
country, the road to fame is open to all, and-

arts, and invention do not need any such 
stimulus as an academy of immortals set up 
by the present anything but immortal 
Congress to 
reward them for their 
If anything could justify an invasion 
of Washington by the armies of Coxey and 


Kelly it would be the organization of this ab- 


surd academy. It is astonishing that Gen, 
Lew Waliace, who has not yet written an 
American work, should have made such a 
suggestion, It is not remarkable that Gen. 
Black of Illinois should have acted as a pa- 
tron for the academy, since, in his own exalted 
opinion at least, he is an immortal. Squelch 
the silly business. 


EARTHQUAKES AND THE MOON. 

One hundred and sixty persons were killed, 
several hundred others severely injured, and 
scores of buildings wrecked by the recent 
earthquake in Greece, and now comes news 
of still another seismic calamity in that coun- 
try. The loss of life and property was not so 
great as that recorded for some other earth- 
quakes in the present century, but it is terri- 
ble and emphatic. It shows that the con- 
tinuous cooling of the earth by radiation 
of its heat into space is far from hav- 
ing solidified our planet down to the 
point at which its interior is _ solid 
and the material packed together 60 
closely as to be in a state of relative rest. 
The disaster must have been the result of an 
extensive rock slide, such as the geologists 
tefl us sometimes occurs from an inequality 
of pressure, which most often is met with 
near the seacoast. The central point of-dis- 
turbance may have been situated several 
miles below the surface, the strain radiating 
thence in all directions above the horizontal 
line and being most severe in its subversive 
effects at considerable distances from a 
perpendicular to the chief disturbing point. 

The occurrence has a peculiar interest in its 
bearing on the question of the moon’s alleged 
influence in causing earthquakes. In the last 
few years the idea has gained ground that 
such phenomena are due to the differential 
attraction of the moon, and in a lesser degree 
to that of the sun. Itis argued out on the 
following line:. The attractions of the luml- 
naries cause tides in the ocean, the tides are 
greatest near the times of new and fuil moon, 
as the solar arid lunar forces are then exerted 
along the same line in space, and the tide is 
the sum of the effects due to the two, and if 
at the time of new or full the moon also be 
in perigee (at her least distance from the 
earth), the tide is all the greater, since the dis- 
turbing force exerted varies inversely as the 
cube of the distance (not the square). Then 
it is said if the earth consist of a solid shell 
surrounding a fluid ball, or even one that is 
viscous On account of the liquefying by heat 
being partially counteracted by great pres- 
sure, the shell must change its form under 
the influence of attraction by the luminaries, 
though not to the same extent as the water 
surface,

to account for it. Of course a single case 


does not always prove the point, but the 
failure to agree will not surprise those 
who are familiar with the latest results of 
reasoning in regard to ‘the degree of rigidity 
of the earth as a whole. | 

Perhaps this may help to lessen the fears of 
the few who have been scared by predictions 
that Aug. SO and Sept. 20 next are to be 
marked by the occurrence of great earth- 
quakes, from which the coasts of the United 
States may not escape. The days named are 
those of new moon, but the nearest passages 
of the moon through the perigee point in her 
orbit will occur near the midnights following 
Aug. 28 and Sept. 25, or nearly two or three 
days preceding the new moons. These timés 
are not sufficiently near coincidence to war- 
rant the prediction of disaster, even if it were 
conceded that such might be apprehended 
when the moon is in perigee at the time of 
new or full. But that concession is not made 
by the men who have studied the subject in 
the light of modern science, and there is no 


good foundation for the fears referred to. 


TOWN BOARD EXTRAVAGANCE. 

A halt should be called on the outrageous 
and wholly illegal expenditures of the Town 
Boards. Those bodies seem to be practically 
irresponsible. They vote salaries to Assess- 


ors, Collectors, Supervisors, and Clerks in ut-_ 


ter defiance of the law. In the petty Town of 
Lake those officers are paid at the rate of 
$5,000 each per annum. In.the older towns 
of Chicago the average is $7,000, Then big 
salaries are paid to attorneys, clerks, assist- 
ants, etc. There is no regard for law or 
economy in the transactions of the 
Town Boards. The statutes permit 
only a per diem compensation not ex- 
ceeding $5 per day for any of those town 
officers. Counting (every working day 
this would make $1,500 per annum. The 
salaries. as already pointed out, exceed four 
times thatsum, The courts should be ap- 
pealed to in order to puta stop to the illegal 
and wasteful practices. A case is now pend- 
ing to test this matter, bearing on the Town of 
Jefferson, and it should be pushed vigorously. 
As a matter of fact there has been a test case 
already in the case of The People against 
Michael W. Ryan,a Collector of the West 
Town, which lays down the doctrine that 
these extravagant salaries are contrary to 
the statute; 

The members of the Town Boards are fully 
aware of this decision, but they calmly 
pay no heed to it. The Supervisors, Collect- 
ors, Assessors, and Clerks ignore it in their 
own personal interest, and the Justices of the 
Peace, who are also members of the Town 
Boards, do the same, because they get ap- 
pointments from the town officers proper, 
Those Justices are supposed to be honest and 
to know something about the law. They 
were recommended for appointment by the 
Judges of the Superior Court of Cook Coun- 
ty. “They hardly ever permit an opportunity 
to pass, however, without defying the law in 
the interest of extravagance and jobbery. 
Their action in reference to the expendi- 
tures of the. Town Boards this year 
ought to be watched. The terms of all 
the Justices expire early next year and they 
are all candidates for reappointment. Any 
one of them who in defiance of the law votes 
illegal or extravagant salaries to the town of- 
ficers should not be recommended for reap- 
pointment. Care will be taken before the 
time of appointment to present their records 
to the Judges. The latter must not 
plead ignoranze of the character of 
the men they recommend next Janu- 
ary. as they have been in the habit 
of doing in the past. They share with their 
appointees now in the responsibility for the 
jobbery of the Town Boards, That respon- 
sibility will be made more emphatic if .the 
extravagant, law-defying Justices are reap- 
pointed. 

It is a gross public scandal that $100,000 
of the people’s money should’ be voted away 
by the South Town Board and that propor- 
tionately large sums should be voted away in 
the other towns without warrant. or without 
justification and contrary to the letter and the 
spirit of the law. 


Mayor Mosc’ speech at the Waubansee 
Democratic club Friday evening was the 
chief feature of the occasion.

Portraits of the Bard, 


The monumental bust of the poet by Gari 


Johnson in the chancel of the’ Stratford 
Church. witnesses the honor in which his 
memory is held in his native town, and ‘is 

robably the most authentic’ portrait — of 

hakspeare in existence. ‘The material of 
which the bust is made is bluish limestone. 
The face ia su to ‘have beén modeled 
from a cast taken after death and was origi- 
nally painted to imitate nature, the face and 
hands being flesh-colored, the eyes of a light 
hazel, and the hair and beard auburn. 
grand towering forehead seems fornied a fit 
temple for thought to dwell in, But the face 
aga whole seems to lack expression, being 
round and full. And as Shakespeare himiself 
says: ** For the most — they are foolish 
that are so.’’ Judge Holmes irrevérently but 
perhaps correctly compares it to a Chinese 
woocen image. 

The engraved portrait of him by Martin 
Droestiout, prefixed ‘to’ the first folio, was 
probably drawn from this and conveys about 
the samme impression as regards expression,: 
except perhaps the eyes, which seem luminous 
with thought.

It is, however, much. to be regretted. that

few words by Aubrey, which also co- 
incide with Jonson's word picture. of him, 
convey, probably, as good an idea of man 
haks as anything in. literature: “™ He 
was @ dsome, well-formed man, very good 
company, and of a very ready, pleasant, and 
smooth wit.’’: But the ‘best ** presentment ”’ 
of him: ‘* who was not of an age, but forall 
time,” is reflected -in-his. works.
